falling in torrent* nil day*, but in *pit© of this 
ihe politician* hare b*«en busy. Around 
Blackburn** headquarter* were the most 
stir and bu*tle. The crowds of htrangor* 
hero are mostly Blackburn's friend*, and all 
day long bis rooms havo lx*en crowded. 
Hi* followers have t*»en very enthusiastic, 
ami gay rhat at this *tag* of the game not 
even Carlisle could defeat their lender. 
Wi lliam *’ follower* look earnest and quirt 
and bold whimpered consultation*. Whether 
victory awaits them or defeat, they look like 
men who will go down with their color* fly 
ing. Old Cerro Gordo himself wm reported ns 
being not afraid, but rather anxious for the 
Anal ballot. The Carlisle men aro no doubt 
at work, twit they are moving quietly. A 
rumor was started that if Carlisle can not 
get enough votes on the first ballot to-night 
to* put him ahead of either Williams or 
Blackburn, be will be dropped. Another 
rumor was that Carlisle’s forces and 
Williams* force* have combined to boat the 
blttograss Congressman, but at this even the 
enemies of both shake thoir head*. The J. 
C. Blackburn Club, of Lexington, GO mem¬ 
bers strong, with J. M. Kimbrough, VfoM 
dent, at their head, with n bruvi band with 
boutonniere and white badges, on which was 
primed tne name of the club, on the lappel 
of every member’s coat, with champagne 
punch, rare old whisky aud cigars, with 
“nigger*” in ftpike-tails and white kid* 
gave receptions from 3 to 6 o’clock this 
evening in rooms 14 and 15 of the Capital 
Hotel. It is needless to say that their o|*en 
bouse was the resort of everybody who is 
fond of lively companionship or a good 
drink. It is in the air that there will be a 
nomination to-night. Whether it will be in 
the air wben'I write the last words of thisdU- 
patch I can not sny, but even the bell-boys 
in the hotel* tell me tUo ond lm* c mre, and 
to-night the next Senator will be 
named. I pat on my gum-coat and go 
through rain and over muddy pavements to 
the State-house. To-ni^ht is like Inst night, 
dark and gloomy; ever and anon a keen flrt*b 
of lightning cuts tbo darkness in twain, and 
dnzxles me with its vividness. I find the 
saino anxious crowd as lost night in the ro¬ 
tunda. It is twenty minute* past 7 when I 
sit down at my desk, and already more than 
h&lf the membors are in the hall. The oth¬ 
ers come in rapidly. On the floor of the 
House are forty or fifty visiting *tatesmen. 
The lobbies are well filled with ladies and 
gentlemen. Many consultation* are being 
held. It is said that Senator Bush and Rep¬ 
resentative Perry, who have heretofore sup¬ 
ported Williams, will to night vote for 
Blackburn. Perry is not here, but has a 
proxy in the hand* of Senator Cox. I 
asked Senator Peay wbafc he thinks of 
the outlook.

It want* •.vanty-three minutes to S 
o’clock w hen Chairman Robbins raps the 
caucus to order. He slates that thorc Is a 
vast number of new>paper men on the floor, 
and as he bars they cannot all find accom¬ 
modations at the reporters' desks, he is will¬ 
ing that tt* many of them a* wish to do so 
may repair to the gallery. At this the cau¬ 
cus luughs. Ira Julia!! claps bi« band*, and 
directly after this a few face* are seen bob¬ 
bing up -«*ready in the gallery and help to 
relieve it of it* vast emptiness. 

As soon as the roll call was finished Julian 
moved that tbo galleries bo thrown open to 
the spectator*. 

Offutt moved to amend by first inviting 
all t hf gentlemen on the floor, «xN*pt mem¬ 
ber* and reporters, to take ^eats in the gal¬ 
lery, and then admitting the crowd.

The vote woe taken on the adoption of the 
resolution, and it was declared lost, though 
a doren member* wore on their feel sboutiug 
for the yeas an J nays 

Offutt moved to recon*ider, and said that 
a similar resolution had been adopted when 
Sweeney, Blackburn and Williams were be¬ 
fore the caucus. Why not adopt it now, 
when Carlisle, Blackburn aud Williams wore 
before the caucus 

Beckham wanted to know if Offutt had 
not changed bis mind since last night. 

**I have not,” said Offutt. *'l have voted 
for Williams 7t2 times in this caucus, and I 
shall vote for him 7:2 times more if he remains 
that long before tho caucus; but if there is any 
mind to be changed it ought to lie the mind 
of the gentleman from Shelby, for I think it 
sadly need*changing.” Continuing his re¬ 
marks, Offutt thought the resolutiou was 
fair. 

Owens said ho was opposed to juggling. 
“We want a fair and square fight, and are 
not afraid of it now.** He raovod to lay the 
motion to reconsider on the table.

Offutt eeut up the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted

afrer be put in nomination. 

The caucus wo* coming to a vote at last, 
The whisper went out that Carlisle wouldn't 
be voted for; that hi* name would be with 
drawn. Sure enough, Harcourt arose and 
in a few words withdrew the name of Car¬ 
lisle. The excitement in the caucus was now 
at fever heat. At last, after all the weary 
days and nights of suspense and anxiety, the 
race bml narrowed to where it started. It 
must be W illiams or Blackburn; it could be 
none else, it cuuid not be both. Every 
nerve was strained. \Vuen the name of Sen¬ 
ator Bush was called he voted for Black¬ 
burn. At this the cheers of tho Blackburn 
men were deafeniug. 

When the name of Senator Hays was 
called »ome one responded “Blackburn. 
Senator Hay* was in the vestibule. He 
came in pale with rage, ond asked who had 
dared cast his vote. There wo* no response. 
“Where is tho dirty boundf” said the angry 
Senator. No one answered. Mr. Hay* 
then cast his vote for Williams. The Sen 
ate vote was finished, and the vote stood— 
Blackburn, 17; Williams, 17. When the 
name of Representative Corgilo was called 
he voted for Blackburn, w hich caused more 
tremendous cheering. There was more cheer¬ 
ing when Bennington and Berryjvotod for 
Blackburn. 

lludy made a long speech explaining his 
vote.

He said 
from the Ohio river to where tho eagle looks 
down from his eyrie upon the snow-clad 
Cumberland there was but one voice, and 
that was Williams. He had known from

Gordo n« regards a soldier in the Mexican 
war, and said, la conclusion, that his district 
would bow with heartfelt submission to the 
will of this caucus. His remarks were loudly 
applauded. 

Mr. Offutt, on behalf of the members of the 
caucus, presented Cimirtuau Roboins with n 
beautiful bouquet, accompanyiug it with 
some remarks highly complimentary to the 
Chairman.

The 
gallery occupint* waved their hat* and al¬ 
most lifted the roof w ith their yells. Capt. 
Blackburn was congratulated on all sides;

SKETCH OF SENATOR MLACKBUKN’S LIFE. 

I.SueriaJ to the Courier-Journal.] 

Frankfort, Feb. 5. — The Senatorial 
struggle is over, and Hou. Joe. C. 8. Black¬ 
burn is will he the successor in tbo United 
States Senate of Gen. Cerro Gordo Williams. 
That the caucus has made an excellent selec¬ 
tion not even the warmest supporters of Gen. 
Williams will deny. I don't know whether 
Capt. Blackburn is or is not tho choice of 
the jfeoplo of Kentucky. He is, at any rate, 
the choice of the people’s representatives. 
His career in the lower House of Congress, 
where he now is serving his fifth consecutive 
term, warrants me in saying that in the new 
position which be will enter March 4, 183%’, 
be will ably sustain the reputation be has 
already won, as the more immediate repre¬ 
sentative of the people. He will make 
an active, useful Senator, and will 
reflect credit on the State, which sent him to 
our modern House of J.x>rds. His elevation 
to that distinguished position is due solely to 
bis menu, his wonderful personal mag¬ 
netism and the remarkable fidelity and 
activity of his supporters and I am 
frauk to say fhat a month ago 
I did nut regard hi* election as 
being among t e possibilities Hu race is 
beyond question the most remarkable ou 
record, for though he commenced with a 
small but steadfast follow fbg. he has fought 
his way inch by inch, until be ha* gained toe 
coveted prize. He cuuie hero with certainly 
nut more than 44) pludgod volt’s, aud outerad 
a contest with au opponent who had 
89 enrolled follower*. Every change 
has been favorable to the man who won the 
victory to-nieui. The candidacy of Swee¬ 
ney helped him. Tae Carilele specter never 
hurrned him, but. on the contrary, assisted 
him to success. Hi* managers in the caucus 
have done nothing to injure or jeapordixe 
bis chances, it look a month's campaign to 
wm, aud at the end ne wear* the crown of 
a victor. 1 have nev«r made any prediction 
of the result except this. On t he night of 
the 2Hth of December, when I sent my first 
diftpetch from this place to the Courier- 
Journal, l raid: “All the talk of outside 
candidates »> lawh. This race is made up 
between Williams aud Blackburn, and 
the result, when it come*, will be 
the nomination of one of them.” 
This prediction has l«en verified. 

I hnve never seen the day when 1 thought an 
outsider could win the fight. For Gen. Will¬ 
iams, in bis retirement, the people of Ken¬ 
tucky have nothing but good will. lie 
has faithfully represented their inter¬ 
ests, aud, as Capt. Blackburn said 
to-night. there was no staiu upon 
his record either in private or public life. 
May the old soldier and statesman lire long 
to enjoy the laurels he has won in firid and 
in Benafe, and may the career of his suc¬ 
cessor fully realize the hopes of his dearest 
and warmest friends. Tuat it w ill I doubt 
not. 

The following is a sketch of the life of the 
nominee: 

Hon. Joseph C. 8. Blackburn wa* born in 
Woodford county, October 1, 18&8. His 
ancestors were Scotch-Irish extraction, but 
for several generations were residents of 
Virginia, whence they emigrated nt an early 
duy to Kentucky. Ill* lather, L. Ai. Black¬ 
burn, became one of the ino<>t extensive 
farmer* and rnfeeni of thoroughbred stock 
in Woodford county, and was widely known 
and esteemed for his sterling qualifies. He 
died at bis homestead shortly after the close 
• •f the war. at au advanced age, leaving a 
large family of descendants, tho subject of 
this sketch being the youngest child. 
Having been reared on a farm 
in such rural pursuits as engaged 
ike country boy of that day, 
he was at the age of,lo sent to the classical 
school of B. B. .Sayre at Frankfort, w here 
be developed such proficiency as to enable 
him to graduate with honor at Center Col¬ 
lege in 1857. Selecting the law as bis pro¬ 
fession, he studied under the direction of 
Judgv> George B. Kinkwrti. of Lexington, and 
iu 1858 entered upon the practice in Chicago. 
He returned, however, to his native countv 
in 1860, and made his debut a* a speaker in 
the Presidential canvass of that year, 
having stumped a number of counties 
of Central Kentucky as an assistant 
Elector for Rrockmridge and Lane. 
In 1881 he went South, and espoused the 
Confederate cause, nerving in the army as 
an Aid-de-camp to Gen. William Preston 
until the winter of 1884, when he wa» in¬ 
trusted with an independent command in 
Mississippi, where be rendered efficient 
service until the close of the war. For two 
vears after the surrender he resided in Ar¬ 
kansas. as a lawyer and planter, but, in 
1888, ho returned to his native county, 
where he has since remained engaged in 
farming and in the practice of tho law. In 
1871 he was elected to represent Woodford 
county in the legislature, and was re¬ 
elected in 1873, achieving brilliant suc¬ 
cess as a legislator, both as a practi¬ 
cal worker and a skillful parliamentary 
leader. In 1874 ho was nominated for Con¬ 
gress by the Democracy of the Ashland dis¬ 
trict, to succeed Hon. James B. Beck, and 
after a canvavs notable for its activity ho 
was elected by a majority of over 8.000 over 
bis competitor, Hou. E. C. Marshall, and In 
1878, being renominated without opposi¬ 
tion, he was re-elected by an juoreased ma¬ 
jority. At the very tlireshbold of his career 
In Congrem he achieved a national reputa¬ 
tion by his speech in the Belknap case, 
at its incipiency, and sustained It by 
the skill he exhibited as a temporary presid¬ 
ing officer of the House during a great part 
of Mr. Speaker KerrVterm. and by his bold 
speech upon the bill to establish the Electoral 
Commission. Mr. Black burn fpo>*e«%>es great 
power as a speaker, having fine command of 
language, a pleasing and fluent delivery, a 
singular clearness and directm** in tho state¬ 
ment of his propositions, and a peculiar logical 
as well as magnetic force In convincing 
his hearers of their truth. As a popular ora¬ 
tor ho is not excelled in a State w kirb num¬ 
bers many in its list; while as an advocate 
at the bar bis services are only 
limited by bis political duties. Ho 
is prominent in many of tbo 
social organizations of the day, and is per¬ 
sonally as popular in hi« intercourse with his 
fellow men as ho is officially prominent. In 
1858 he was married to Theresa, daughter of 
Dr. C. C. Graham, of I*oui»viJle, and itns 
four children._8. SI. B.

THE FLOOD-GATES OPEN. 


Heavy Rains Continue in Tennessee 
and the Ohio Valley, Filling 
All Streams Bank Full. 


The Water Above the Danger Line at 
Pittsburgh. Cincinnati and 
Louisville and Rising. 


Every Indication That Last Year’s Great 
Flood Will Be More Than Repeated 
This Month. 


Citizens Along the River Front and on 
the Point Fleeing With Their Prop* 
erty to Places of Refuge.

AT TUB RIVER FROST. 

THE WATER UP TO THE CURB AT THE FOOT 
OF FOURTH 8THKET. 

Another flood is coming. Tho river was 
rising yesterday at the rate of two inches an 
hour, and it was up iu a number of houses 
on Water street. The rain fed nearly ail 
day, sometimes iu sudden drenching show¬ 
ers, but for the most part in a slow, steady 
fall which never checked for a moment. The 
streets were rivers, the gutters miniature 
torrents, and the sewers roaring volumes, 
which added their force to t-be turbid river. 

ON THE WHARF. 

The day on the wharf a gloomy one. 
A mist, so thick that it hid every object not 
in a fewr feet, settled dowu early iu tne tajorn- 
iug. The river was shrouded in its impene¬ 
trable folds, and the men and teams at work 
on the wharf had to b.? guided almost entire- 
tirely by their long familiarity with tho 
place. Scarcely a boat could be seen, but 
the shrill w histles and clanging belis told 
that there w ere several lying n-'ar the shore 
aud receiving the contents of the diavs and 
wagons. At limes tbo mis: wouid lift, and 
tho sudden transformation would lend al¬ 
most an air of clieerfulness to the scene, but 
it would settle down again in a few’ minutes, 
thicker, gloomier and more impenetrable 
than over. The rain would fall in 
torrents, and the ceaseless swish, 
swish of the waves against the banks told that 
the relsntless stream was creeping up inch by 
inch, and foot by foot with a sickeuiog cer¬ 
tainly, which made its snail-like progress 
seem race-horse speed. 

WHERE WILL IT END* 

"It's rising two inches an hour here. The 
Kanawha is rising four inches an hour, the 
Licking, the Big S-tndv, the Allegheny and 
Monongabela are com mg up still faster. It 
is 54 feet at Cincinnati already, and they 
expect eight feet more. Home say it will be 
fifteen feet higher here than it was last year. 
It wouldn’s surprise anybody if they ere 
right, and God above knows when it will 
stop." 

The speaker was one of a knot of boatman 
wbo had gathered on the wharf gloomily 
discussing the prospects. On the wharf- 
boat there were two or three such crowds, 
and tbo outline* of other congregations 
could be dimly perceived through the fog at 
short distances apart on tbo ohore. They 
huddled close together, aud discussed tho 
coming flood with sick hearts aud clouded 
faces. They are not imaginative, these 
men who wrest a bard living from the river, 
which is at once thoir dearest friend and 
hardest foe. In some senso they are all 
fatalists, and years of vicissitudes havo 
mado them phlegmatic. They have been 
accustomed to sudden disasters, and 
the pro*<|xct of au ordinary mis¬ 
fortune L uot one to give them trep¬ 
idation. But tho overwhelming extent 
of la«l year'* flood has weakened the nerve* 
of the (strongest, and the prspect of another 
makes the stoutest hearts quail. No burnt 
children ever more dreaded the tire, once 
their plaything, than do these men the river. 
A whilom servant when a master is the most 
oppressive and cruel of tyrants. The idea 
that 

THE SCENES OF LAST TEAR, 
are to be repeated, perhaps, ou an exteuded 
scale, has made the most reckless sober and 
despondent. 

The hard rains were the m<wt discouraging 
feature. People would cheer up whenever 
it would slacken into a drizzle, and there 
would be hopes expressed that the worst was 
over. It grew a little chilly toward even¬ 
ing, and faces brightened rapidly at 
a report that the cold-wave flag 
was flying from the Courier- 
Journal building. If this % were so 
the rain would cease and the flood might not 
be so bad after all. They were more down¬ 
cast than ever when the mistake was ascer¬ 
tained. Before evening another hard shower, 
whose length and severity almost made it a 
storm, came up and continued for several 
hours. It was accompanied by frequent 
loud claps of thunder and flashes of light- 
mug, and it became warmer than ever. 

THIS VERY UNUSUAL CIRCUMSTANCE 
made the month of February mpdi mure like 
Jun>% aud it made the prophets int-re down¬ 
hearted than ever. They sav thnt if it 
thunders in winter the nver will cuius out 
of its banks, and it always does. A partic¬ 
ularly disagreeable feature was that the 
rains were general, as indicated by telegrams 
all dav. It rninod from t:,e mciuutain* to 
the Mississippi, steady always, often gen¬ 
erally in thunder storms. 

The flood is peculiarly hard on the river 


men, coming, as it does, after a long stagna¬ 
tion iu business. Trade will now be shut off 
almost entirely from tho boats on account of 
a lack of wharf room. Fourth street has 
been cut off by the water, and Second mid 
Third streets will be the princir*al thorough¬ 
fares used in going to, or coming from, what 
little of tho levee there is left. The lower 
or "O” line wharfboat will be shut off. The 
mailboats will continue to run. and the Hen¬ 
derson packets will transact their business 
at the foot of Second street. There will be 
very little done by boats, as several due down 
have been caught above the bridges at Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

The incoming flood has already driven a 
number of people from their homes, liarly 
in tbo morning the river hod encroached on 
Water street and entered a number of the 
small houses in that thoroughfare. The resi¬ 
dents bad been dreading the worst, and they 
were not so slow m moving this time. 

QN THE POINT. 

Aft the "Point” was the scene of such an 
outburst of water lost year, inu~h interest is 
felt) for its safety in the present rU», and a 
Courier-Journal reporter paid it a visit 
yesterday afternoon to see how matters 
stood. 

"Weareuottls water brave as we wore 
la-t year," saidji prominent *aw-mill man. 
"The frightful experience of that flood cre¬ 
ated a decided demand for more dry-land 
ninrgm tbau was formerly thought to be 
necessary. Wo stood up bravely as the 
waters came up, aud paid no heed to rlv^r 
prophesies or newspaper predictions, aud tho 
fir*t thing we knew the flood tide was on us, 
and we will run much sooner now thou w o 
did then. ” A calm surrey of the sceue of go 
much disaster in the flood of 1SS3 led the re- 
j>ort«r to believe that danger was not only 
imminent, but that the people feared it and 
were tu»refora better prepared to li-ten to 
warning. 

The greatest interest has centered in the 
Cut-off dike, which extends from the head 
of Btory avenue to the river, a distance of 
three-quarters of a mile, along the cast bank 
of which .Now Beargrnss creek runs. Not 
much apprehension was felt by the people 
living on tbo low land west of it till about 
noon yesterday, when the spread of the water 
over the Helds to the east attracted attention, 
and intelligence of continuous rains up the 
river reached them. They vihited the water 
barrier in groups as if to assure themselves 
that it would statu! the pressure and protect j 
them; but as they looked at the risiug flood 
dismay wa* plainly depicted on every coun¬ 
tenance. The back- water extends from tho 
bridge at Reservoir avenue over the fields 
away up toward the water-works, as far as 
the ore can reach, and laves tho graa-y 
slope that lead* to the river road, giviug a 
view iu that direction much to make one feel 
desolate. 

There is a margin left of possibly eight 
feet, probably uot so much, for the water to 
mount before it will flow over the top of the 
Cut-off, which is condoling only to those who 
have confidence in the dike. Many, howev¬ 
er, remember Uuw the water plowed through 
a year ago, and they feor that it wdil give 
way agaiu, but those who saw the break re¬ 
paired sav that the substantial character of 
the repair* makes the point at which it broke 
before the strongest place on the line. The 
break vs* filled with good brick-clav. Is con¬ 
sidered perfectly sole, and a sudden deluge is 
not feared. The little village called Bowles- 
burg, situated on a knoll east of the Cut-off, 
was in a state of commotion, a* it w*ilJ be 
submerged before the water reaches the top 
of the dike and flows down on the dwellers 
below. Home were moving tbeir effects al¬ 
ready, and others were preparing, and below • 
tbe Cut-off in the lowest part of the “Foiut. ** 
some w ere gcVLing out of the way. The river 
road is »t:iP open, but a riso of three feet 
more will kubnlerge It. 

Tbo prospect was discussed in all of its 
phase* by the watchers, and there was an 
evident determination to prepare for the 
w orst, aud while none along the frout had 
beguu to move, very few were braTe enough 
to aay they would remain if tho rise con¬ 
tinued. Those living on Van Bureu street, 
the principal thoroughfare on the Upper 
Point, were out in numbers, both male and 
female, tryiugto determine from the appear¬ 
ance of the river, whether it was going to 
invade their quiet hottm?. From the conver- 
satious that were overheard, three class*** of 
opiuious were detected—the elder folk, wbo 
thought there was no danger; the middle- 
aged, wbo wore undecided, and the young 
people, who Insisted that a flood of the 
greatest magnitude was coming. Said one 
young lady: “I just know we are goiug 
to be washed out again, and pu Is as stubborn 
as he was last year. He stuck to it that the 
water wouldn't come into the house, and dug 
a ditch through the yard to carry it off if it 
crossed Fuitou street, but when he got out ot 
bed into water a foot deep on the floor about 
midnight ho didn’t say a word aoout the 
ditch.” 

“I gave it up at noon to-day," said a mao 
in search of a physician,” aud have nothing 
to say one wny or another; but I don’t intend 
to wait aa long a-* 1 did before. Tlie Cut-off 
may bo solid, anil a rbe of ten feet will re¬ 
quire a heap of water, but I don’t toko auy 
aiore stock m the predictions^ old river- 
men, and it’s my opinion that this little set¬ 
tlement is a doomed vale.” 

Odellburg, which is the name given to the 
fleet of boat-hoiu*s moored along the shore, 

Is preparing for an emergency on water. 
Home of these peculiar houses are still high 
and dry where they wero left by the last 
flood, and tbeir occupant* are caulking them 
in preparation for a float. The saw-logs at 
the saw-mills are being rafted together se¬ 
curely and anchored for safety, and lum¬ 
ber Is being removed above high-water 
mark, and on every baud wero eviuonces to 
provide against a repetition of tho destruc¬ 
tion and loss of n year ago. The saw-mill 
men say they haven't os much at stake now 
a.i they had tbfu, but tney realize the danger 
more promptly than they ever did. Tow- 
head island is under water, and the rabbits 
have taken refuge on the drift piles. 

Tue outlook this morning will determine 
the movements of a great many. If the 
river is still rising, and rain continues up the 
Ohio valley, with no indications of colder 
weather, an exodus will begin. Such a 
movement will t* early enough to avoid 
danger, and, white many will embrace the 
opj*or unity, there are others who will hold 
out, partly because they do not fear a flood, 
aud partly because they will be laughed at 
if the flood does not materialize. 

Three crews of voluuteer life-savers are 
already organixvd nud equipped for action, 
in case au emergency arm**, and the timely 
warning that is given will at least curtail 
the horrors of the impending catastro phe. 
Capt. Je^se Morrison has enlisted Charles 
Childers, Edward Lowell, Jam**, William 
and Henry Long n* life aud property savors, 
aud they havo thuir boats in reudezvous for 
work, aud their gallantry last year is evi¬ 
dence of what may ho expected of them rU 
supports ol the regular life-savers. 

AT FOURTH STREET 

the water came up to the Falls View Hotel, 
on the western corner, aud at night it lacked 
but little of being in on tbo fir»t floor. The 
little park had not been inundate*!, but it 
lacked but little. Belw«Mru that and Fifth 
street there are no houses, with the excep¬ 
tion of ono or two coal shed*, and all of those 
wero several iiii’hiw or feet in water. 
O'Neill’s Alley, which is crowded with small 
tenement houses, lacked only a foot of beiug 
inundated iu the afternoon, and this van¬ 
ished shortly after night, though the people 
did not think it necessary to move until 
morning. 

From Sixth to Seventh street* there are a I 
number of small bouses which tho occupants * 


were compelled to abandon early ia the 
morning. Morton MeN til tan’s saloon and 
gr»*cery, ou the north corii**r of »8ix tli, bad 
the first floor covered by li o’clock. The 
proprietor moved his family to the second 
floor, and wbeu the reporter arrived be was 
taking out the lait of his stock nud fixtures. 
Ho was very down-hearted, and said that 
owing to delay his goods had been damaged 
to the amount of $5t>0. His fears probably 
made him overestimate this, however. 

Several other families were also compelled 
to desert tbeir dwellings. Ainoug them was 
.Officer Grogan, who had the good souse to 
leave with his family iu the morning. Pat. 
Welch was another unfortunate, and ho esti¬ 
mated his loss at $50. Tom Tierney, Toni 
O'Rourke, Mrs. Mary Smith, Bill Wheel- 
house and Mrs. Mary Dugao made up the 
remainder living between Sixth and Seventh 
street*, who were compelled to move out of . 
the way of the water. The blacksmith shop | 
of McGee & Co., on the corner of Seventh 
street, was also entered, and it had to be | 
abandoned early in the afternoon. 

BELOW F EVE NTH STREET. 

Bctwgeu Seventh aud Eighth streets there 
nro only one or two bouses nrar the river, 
and these were in the water before dinner. 
Mrs. Brogaa occupied one of Lhe*e, and had 
to abauduu it. Phil McGovern, who lives 
between Eighth and Ninth, was equally un¬ 
fortunate. Below bl» bouse the ground rises 
rapidly, and with the exception of a few 
coal sheds, there is nothing which the flood 
con injure for a clay or two. Hundreds of 
others were in readiness to move, and will 
leave to-day. 

Work on the Hbort route was being pushed 
rapidly in order to get out of the way of the 
rise, a double set of men being ou ad day. 
It ia more thau likely, however, that further 
progress will be stopped this morning. The 
work already finished can not be injured. It is 
fortunate that the old bouses along the route 
have beeu torn down. Had they been left 
Handing they would have b«en swarming 
witn the poorest sort of people, who would 
not abanuon them till absolutely compelled 
to do so. 

AT PORTLAND. 

The inhabitants of Portland and Shipping- 
port were in a state of great alarm. The 
fear was universally expressed that this 
flood might prove equally or more disastrous 
thau that of last year, and hundred* of peo¬ 
ple have prepared to move unless the rise 
ceases at once. 

Tha riv*?r had rome up over the street-car 
track as far as Thirty-fourth street early in 
the afternoon. About tweuty cars had been 
token out of the stable and carried up out of 
the way, and a new turn-table was impro¬ 
vised at the same point used lust year. 

None of the houses were enU red, except 
some of those on the river front below Thir¬ 
ty-fourth street. The people took warning 
iu time, and all who were in apvthing like 
immediate danger left early In the afternoon. 
Their names were: C. Hasselback, saloon¬ 
keeper; Ed. Bhutt, barber; Cook Niest. Mre. 
WaUou, Peter Hboett and Tom Ha*selback. 

In Shipplngport the state of affairs was 
still more alarming. The water had risen 
over the road and a number of 
families had taken fright. Home of 
ihe*e went to the church and school- 
huuae, but the majority moved over to Port- 
Inn 1 and secured wbut quart**rs they could. 

A large number of others will follow to-day. 
Those who were compelled to move yester¬ 
day were Peter Black, John Himpson, 
Charles Graff, Andrew Frank, Mike O’Brien, 
Pat Murray.

TUE fcCEXES OF DANGER. 

A L-iore desolate situation could scarcely 
tie iuif* a> .nod than wa» witnessed at the foot 
of Third and Fourth streets this morning at 2 
o’clock. Wbeu darkness came the water had 
only reached the buiMiugs ou Wafer street, 
and was up to tho curbing ou Fourth 
street. Nearly all the residents knew what 
to expect, however, aud scarcely an e>*u wm 
closed in auy of the tenement houses aud 
hovels wnich occupy nearly all the apace 
there. The waters rose with surprudug 
rapidity until the first floor in the Falls View 
Hotel was covered, and when the re¬ 
porter visited the scene the flood 
was up to Piermann’s saloon on 
Fourth street. A number of persons wbo 
thought themselves secure, nt least till morn¬ 
ing, saw their folly about miduigbt, and, 
bundling up thoir effects, sought u placo of 
shelter. The darkiKMs wo* intern** this morn¬ 
ing, and the rain faliiug added to the scene 
of mhery. All over tne water could be seen 
the glimmering lamps in boats as they 
moved swiftly from house to house, and 
the splash of the ram drow ned the sound of 
the oar*. Crowds of uieu and women stood 
almost knee-deep iu tbo mud at the water’s 
edge, collecting together tho fragment*; of 
their property as it was landed from tuo 
skiffs. In every house the faint light 
of the lamps could be mrju, show¬ 
ing that tho occupants were determined 
not to be caught unawures. Three families 
ou Fourth alieet were compelled to move out 
at 1 o’clock. Creamor’s bouse, which stands 
bark a considerable wav, was suddenly 
flo**ded, the w ater coming in over tho floor 
to the depth of a foot, and he and his family 
were compelled to move out into the driving 
rain. Everybody between the river and the 
mark which was left by lust yoar'i* flood is 
now thoroughly frightened, and it is safe to 
Kiy that every building in that epace will be 
teuantless before to-night. 

AT THE CUT-OFF. 

A considerable scare was created ou the 
Point, about midnight, by a report that the 
Cut off dike had broken and the water was 
poo ring through. A great mauv reaideuers 
ou Van Ruren, Adams, and Fulton streets 
became scenes of lively commotion, and 
many found a repetition of tho trials of a 
year ago, but some wero brave enough to In¬ 
vestigate tho matter, which catLsed a cessa¬ 
tion of the excitement. In some instances 
tho scarce caused tho removal of entire 
families, the fear of a calamity being so 
great that sleep was out of the question. 
Others, however, retunirl again, to iluuk 
over tbo situation and sleep, it they could. 

At 2 o'clock this morning a Courier- 
Journal reporter visited the locality, and 
found but few up, though the lights were 
buruing brightly in a number of bouse**. 
The report of the break bad given great uu- 
easincss, and sofne thought it was started for 
a malicious purpose, but lit was probably a 
rumor that started from a casual remark 
and increased iu dimensions aa it traveled 
uutil it struck terror to those it reaches.

Brown r\r. remained in his do¬ 
mestic castle la»L year till the flood drove 
him to his stable, and fie has hold out against 
a flood recently, but b** now fears that his 


exceptions will be overruled, and will begin 
to recaulk bi* family boat to-day. 

At 2 o'clock this morning the stage of 
water showed that it lacked but eight feet 
fen inches *»f being up to Hie top of the Cut¬ 
off dike. It was rising at the rute of two 
inches tui hour, at which rate it will climb to 
the tup in 5 t hours. If there U no let up iu 
rain or ri<» the turbulunt waters will be 
pouring over the Cut-off at 6 o’clock Friday 
raonimc. and if the r\% becomes more rapid 
it will ruu over sooner.

LAST YEAR. 

City Logineer Scowdeu was soon last night 
by a Courier-Journal repurter in regard 
to the dangers which would arise in case tho 
dam at the Cut-off should give way under 
the enormous pressure of tho flood. This is 
the key which locks the safety of the entire 
“Point," and tbo destruction which attend¬ 
ed ita breaking la»t year is remembered 
by everyone. Tho peopto, therefore, feci 
grant anxiety about it. Mr. Bcowdcu said: 
“I don’t think there is the slightest danger 
of another break in the cut-off ernbauk- 
ment. As soon as the wufer fell last year it 
was repaired and made much stronger In 
every point than it bad previously been. 
The pressure will indeed be enormous before 
it will again give way. I don’t think there 
is much danger of the water running over 
it even, and it will ovortlow the Fultou- 
street fill first. ”_ 

LAST YFAIVS FLOOD. 
a look back at tiik destruction caused 

BY THE FLOOD OF FEBRUARY, 1883. 

Tho great flood of lost year will not be 
forgotten in this century. It was the great¬ 
est inundation that the Falls City ha* over 
known, and rose as much beyond that of 
1832, os the latter surpassed all previous or 
subsequent ones. When the river began ris¬ 
ing first no attention was paid to it. But it 1 
rose and rose. The waters swelled beyond the , 
banks; the levee was submerged; Fourth i 
street was inundated, and it crept noiselessly 
up. inch by inch and foot by foot, until con¬ 
sternation seized every ono. Day after day 
it kept up its ruthless march, and it raiued 
till it seemed that the windows of Hoaven 
had been opened for another flood. The 
culmination was reached in the breaking-in 
of tbo "Cut-off" embankment Monday 
uight. Feb. 12, aud the sweeping away of 
over 850 homes in tbo darkness of a tingle 
night. From that time until the waters be 
gon to recede there was nothing new—the 
w orst blow had been struck, and it could 
only t b© followed by others on doadened 
sensibilities. Hundreds of people were driv¬ 
en from their homes, and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were swept away. 
When the flood at last subsided it left behind 
it a memory that will not die, and the 
height the water attained will serve as a 
guide for all future tidal phenomena. 

It will be remembered that the first few 
days of February were mixed by heavy rain¬ 
falls over all the South and West. The Ohio 
began a slow rise about Sunday the 4th, but 
it did not excite apprehenson until the next 
Friday. The river then marked 28 feet on 
the falls, and was rising at the rate of about 
two inches an hour. River men were a tnfi* 
uneasy, hut no one dreamed that the flood of 
the year before would be equaled or e»eu 
approAche-1. Tney were tnutaken and day 
alter day showed each succeeding favorable 
prognostication a failure. 

The following is a chronological record of 
the period |durtng which the important 
events of the flood transpired: 

Sutwday, F'eb. 10.—Tne * ater had risen 
to 30 fert 4 inches on the (nils. The lower 
side of Fourth street was flooded, and the 
water had reached almost to the bouses. 

Sunday, Feb. 11.—The river rose rapidly 
all day, and at 6 o’clock in the evening there 
was 32 feet 6 indie* ou the falls*. All tho 
houses on the loner side of Fourth street, and 
where the £>bort-route now runs, were sev¬ 
eral feet in the w afer. The same state of af¬ 
fairs prevailed at the "Point,” aud in Port¬ 
land and Hbippingport. Many p*>oplo hail 
fled from their houses, and some had delayed 
so long that they had to he taken out in 
boALs. Hull, it was thought that the rise 
would very soon subside. 

Monday, Feb. 12.—The river had attained 
the height of 38 feet and 11 inches, and the 
damage was beginning to bo realized. The 
wufer had risen to the top of tho “Cut-off’’ 
embankment ou tue Point, and at 11 o’clock 
at night the wall broke through, flooding the 
enure valley below and sweeping away 250 
hotUrcs. Tho people had ohsunately re¬ 
fused to get out of the way, aud tnunv were 
swept away in the darkness. Only Ham 
Bell, John Finch and son, E l. Harris and 
George Lvnrh were drowued, however. 

TueMlatj y Feb. 13.—Tho whole seven miles 
from tho Poiut to Portland, on the river 
front, was under water. Now Albany and 
Jeffersonville were also inundated, and'trains 
wore delayed on all tho roads. The flood 
was still rising, aud it was within four inches 
of the high wnter of 1832. A Citizens’ Be¬ 
lief Committee wn organized for the aid of 
the sufferers. The Council appropriated V>,- 
000 f*>r them, and $1,500 was subscribed In 
an hour by the citizen*. 

U rdnesday, Feb. 14.—The Short-line All 
wan wasned away, anti relief booLs carried 
supplies through all the streets on the Point. 
Jt flereonville and Now Aibnuy were almost 
entirely submerged. 

Thursday, Feb. 15.—At 8 o’clock in tho 
evening tho river was stationary, but it be¬ 
gan rising again, and at 3 o'clock tho next 
morning it stood at 42 feet 5 iuebe*. 

Friday, Feb. 10,—The river began falling 
anti tho weather turned cold. Tho great—*t 
height attained \* as forty-two feet and six 
luche*. The gas-work* svero flooded nud the 
city was in darkness. A thorough estimate 
made by a Courier-Journal reporter, wbo 
went over the grothid w itn ih© greatest care, 
placed the io** at $367,500. This figure was 
ru teen neatly shown to be remarkably ac¬ 
curate. 

Naftmfej/, Feb. 17.—Tho river continued 
filling. Over $40,000 was given to tho Buf¬ 
ferera, and the uimost provision wo* made 
for the wants of ail. 

Sunday, Feb. IS.—The river fell steadily 
all day, but nothing of interest was done. 

Monday, Feb. 10.—People bogan moving 
bock to their house*. The Mississippi began 
to rise, aud the fiord here was ended. 


JEFFERSON VIL LE. 

THE PEOPLE ALARMED *AND PREPARING FOR 
THE WORST. 

Much ot the distress and loss during tho 
flood of last year in Jeffersonville was 
caused by people not being prepared when 
the flood came. Many families iu the lower 
part of Jeffersonville wero caught and un¬ 
able to remove their furniture, clothing or 
bedding. The steady raiu of yesterdays and 
reports of a flood alarmed nearly everybody 
in Jeffersonville yesterday. The flood of 
1883 spread all over the business pari of the 
city, a* well a* tbo low lauds, and hence tho 
anxiety is greater there than In 
New Albany, which can not be 
affected by a flood only in the 
lowlands, the bujinesa portion of the town 
being high and dry. The flood-gate a milo 
below Jeffersonville, on tho J., M. and 1. 
railway, which protects the northern portion 
of the lown from back water from the eddy 
below the falls, was closed by the city 
authorities on Monday. Last year this flood¬ 
gate was washed away with the embank¬ 
ment, and the wafers came in with a rush, 
flooding the streets in a few hours. 
Early yesferJay morning people living 
in the vicinity of Ohio avonue and 
all the lower portion of the 
town begun to make preparations 
for removal and by last night many of 
them had moved to high ground, loose 
wbo had not moved were getting ready to do 
*o, and if tbo river efintinuvs to rise to-day 
ail the houses in that portion of the 
city "ill ho vacated. Tne place where 
tne flcH>l gate is located is newly- 
made ground, being a fill of clay 
and sand, bu ll by the J., M. and I. railway. 
It had washed out cmi-ulerably yesterday, 
nud list night tho authorities stationed a 
watch at tbi> gate to give tb* alarm in 
iu « a-vc tbo break coiueo. if ibe gat* should 
wash away the J., M. and 1. track wouldgo 
w ith it. and communication by rail between 
Now Albany aud Louisville would bo cut off, 
but thl trail hardly occur unless the river 
rise* several feet more. Nearly all tue mer¬ 
chants, storekeepers ani liverymen who suf¬ 
fered last jr« ar, have engaged places to which 
to move their good* iu case the rise continues 
to-day. On the Kith of February 
hul year, tho rise came «o »<»ddeul’ 


by the overflow at the All that much 
loss resulted, ana if possible this wit] )•# 
avoided thi^time. Capt. D. 8. Bnrmore, 
tho s»bii» builder, bad advices from above last 
night Which Warranted him in txdieviug that 
bis yard would be overflowed again. lie ia 
prqiaring to nave hi* timber by btjfldiug a 
bomu around hi* rani. He was so well pre¬ 
pared last year that lie lost nothing. How¬ 
ard & ship-yard is on higher ground, and it 
"ill require many feet more to 
do them *erioua damage. They are 
making preparation*, however, to gave all 
tue craft in cvur#e of construction if the 
wafer r»* i .’fiu 4 * tbtnr yard. Tho Howards 
have several fine boat* under way, among 
them an Anchor-line steamer, 300 feet long. 
'1 hey have always managed heretofore to 
*ave all their oraffe, and anticipate no seri¬ 
ous damage this time. The Jeffersonville 
Glass-works Is already making arrange- 
menu to put out iu fires and rave 
its material. A few feet more water 
will compel them to suspend. The iSweenevr 
will lie ablo to continue work to-dar, but tlie 
wafer was coming up so rapidly in tlieir base¬ 
ment la*t night that it seemed a* If their 
boiler-room would b* flooded. They are 
preparing for Mg wafer. The local rains 
flooded the car-works grounds *o badly ye* 
terday that work was partially *u*f>cadcd. 
Backwater had commenced coming in last 
nfght near Ninth and Spring *>tre©u, which 
alarmed the {>eople in that vicinity. 
The backwater from tho sower 
at tbo foot of Walnut street 
wn* coining iu so rapidly at 3 o'clock last 
night that danger signals wore placed on 
Market and Wabiut streets. Travel in this 
vjciaity will bo impeded to-day. On the 
Utica pike, above Port Fulton, w : ater covers 
tho road several inches, and travel bet wees 
Utica and Jefferson villa will bo suspended 
to-day. The excitement over the fiood is 
much greater than lost year. Then it 
came so suddenly that people did 
not have time to reflect All 

the old skiffs aud flats used during la*f 
year’s flood were bein^ overhauled bv the f 
->wners yesterday. Every pair of gut 
Ijoou in the city were bought up, and evei 
householder was getting ready to paddle h 
own canoe. Auot.her flood like that of la*, 
year would be particularly disastrous to th» 
people of Jeffersonville, as they have not 
vet recovered from the preceding*one. The 
Itcople will anxiously await the river news 
to-day. 

At 10 o'clock last night the merchants on 
Spring street wero moving their goods to 
“top shelves," although Spring street will 
not lie flooded until to-morrow, even should 
it rain for twenty-four hours. 

NEW ALBANY 


THE CITIZENS LIVING ALONG THE RTOR 

BANK CLIMBING FOR TUE KNOBS. 

Ye*terJay afternoon tho river rose so 
rapidly at New Albany that people living 
along the river front commenced moving to 
high ground early in the afternoon. At 4 
o’clock last evening the river had touched 
the pavement at Fawcett's coal-office, corner 
of Pearl and Water streets. At 6 o'clock 
Capt. Reamer's wharfboat was almost 
touching the pavement, and at 9 o'clock last 
night the rise was so rapid that the side 
w oiks in that vicinity were covered w1th tw< 
or three inches of wafer, making traffic be¬ 
tween State street and Bank, on the 
river front, impossible. At 9 o'clock the 
river was rising 2 inches an hour. Cbas. 
Hedgewald, the foundryman, removed all of 
hi* patterns and raftings to a safe place early 
in the afternoon. Last year tk^ water came 
upou him so suddenly that be lost considera¬ 
ble by not moving. The Mayor and Chief 
of Police, after consulting the several Coun- 
cilmen, gave warning to the people living in 
the river bottoms between Lower Second 
street and Lower Albany to move out. and 
by 8 o'clock io*t evening a hundred 
families iu that vicinity had their 
good* packed and were ready to 

move. Other* moved without delay. The 
DePuitw Hotel was feuderod to the city by 
Mr. W. C. DePauw* nud accepted, and a 
number of families moved into it last even¬ 
ing. The moving wus still going on in the 
rain last nijtbt, thase who suffered most last 
year being the first to get out. The New Al¬ 
bany rail-null, situated in the lower part of 
tne city, had just commenced work in one 
mill. Tlie Are* were put out last evening, 
and everything perishable moved ton place of 
safety, the DePauw glass-works Imve ju«C 
begun to run in full blast m ail of iL» depirt 
meats, the window-glass blower* having jui 
resumed work after five mouth*’ idlencsi 
and it is probable the river will put out Ui 
tires to-day, although It wifi take several fee 
more rise to reach tue fires. Tho Hiekorj 
mill in the lowor part of the town in stu 
l*ended, aud all of the material L Tcing re 
moved to u place of safety. The buck- 
waters betuc-en West Union and the 
city have risen *everal feet in th* 
past twenty-four hour*, and ail 
the houses in that vicinity, where the flood 
reached Inst year, have been vacated or will 
be vacated to-day. The high water of last 
year D still Dv«li'in the minds of the po >ple, 
aud even if the river does not reach within 
several feet of the high water of last year 
people wni move auyhow, &o appreaeusive 
are they of dodger. 

In the farming country below New Albany 
the fame r . are preparing for the worst. 
Many of them ware In New Albany yesterday 
inquiring as to tlie prospects for a flood, auci 
wht*n toid that the river would probably be 
os high ns ln»t year they hastened home tc 
make ready for 1 L< coming. It will be re 
mem bo red the flood of last year was very dis¬ 
astrous to the termers below this city. 

Old river men in New Albany sav they 
would not be surprised to see the river higher 
than Inst year, Capt. Moses Irwin. 8uper 
into, lent f tho fe rry lino, said it was ha£l 
to tell just what kind of a river we would 
b&ve, but ho would not Le surprised, from 
present indications, to see it nearly as high 
as last year. The high voter has not 
yet ^interfered with tne running of the 
ferryboat* or J., M. and I. railway train* 
between tho two cities. 

Coal dealer* were kept busy all last night 
raving thnr fleets and moving them closer U 
shore as tho river rose. 

Report* from the oountry for miles about 
New Albany say the creeks and «mali 
streams are over their bank*, and considera¬ 
ble on mage has already resulted.

THE RIVER CONTINUES T • RISE RAPIDLY 
WITH TUE CONTINUAL 11A IN.

Pittsburg ii, Feb. 5.—The river is rising 
rapidly, with eighteen feet ou tne marks. 
Bivonnen are expecting from twenty* 
cigtit to thirty feet before the rise 
runs out.

TIIE RISING RIVER THE ONE GENERAL TOPIC 

OF CONVERSATION AND OBJECT OF ANX¬ 
IETY. 

[Special to the Couri'r-Joumal.] 

Cincinnati, Feb. 5.—The rapidly rising 
river furnished the ono general topic ot cou- 
Tersation to-day on the street, in offices, 
and at home. On 'Chunge it seemed as if 
little else was talked about, and the hourly 
stage of the water bulletins in front of the 
Coal Exchange was watchod with in¬ 
terest by many, and crowds stood about 
the bulletin in front of the Couxmen'cial Ga¬ 
zette office and the constant discussion of 
w bat might be coming showed bow seriously 
the prospect is viewed. The opinions of intel 
ligcnt and experienced river men formed with 
tbo knowledge of all conditions differed 
widely as they did a year ago. Capt. C. M. 
Halloway's positive prediction then that the 
river would not go beyond 55 feet ia still a 
matter of record at the Merchants’ Ex¬ 
change. 

The general anxiety was not occasioned 
by the present stage of wafer, for the high¬ 
est mark of 1888, 58 feet 7 inches, when no 
great suffering w an occasioned, was about 
f'Mir feet hhr u ** last uight, but with 
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the recollection o ( the awful experi¬ 
ence of l&ht February still fresh, when 
the feet 4 inches caused so much lose 
and suffering, there seemed indeed reason for 
alarm. The stage at 11 o’clock to-night was 
64 feet 10 inches. At the same hour on 
the night of Feb. 8, one year ago, it 
was 55 feet. Nearly Severn days 
elapsed, with rains all over the Ohio-river 
territory before the highest stage was 
reached. It is true that a recurrence of all 
this is possible, for the rains are genera), 
and the recent rise has been unusually rapid, 
but good judges think it is not probable. 

Merchants and others doing biiMuess in tho 
lower part of tho city woro busily engaged 
«U day, and are still at work to-night, in re- 
uoving their goods to places of safety. 
Since 9 o’clock the water has boon steadily 
coming up at the rate of four inches an 
hour, and at 2 o’clock this (Wednesday! 
morniug the water-works mark showed 55 
feel 11 inches. 

It has been raining here almost incessantly 
nil night, and reports to the same effect come 
from all points above. The indications now 
are that railway traflic will be very seriously 
interrupted to-day and that train* 
will experience difficulty in get¬ 

ting out of the city. Tho water 
i« now six inches over tho track leading from 
the Grand Central depot out through the 
western portion of tho city, and trains 
will l>o started from points unjst ac¬ 
cessible outside. There are grave fears 
now that tho fearful record of 

1883 will be beaten, and that the losses will 
t* far more disastrous. A sj>eclal from 
Lawrenceburg at 1 o’clock this morning 
stated that tho river at that point 
was rising at the rate of six 

Inches per hour, and that the 
Miami was pouring out at a terrific rate. 
At this rate of rising the river will be over 
High street and the wbolo to/rn will be sub¬ 
merged by day-break, or at 7 o'clock at 
least, and there is danger of the lereo break¬ 
ing before that time. 

The whole town is up, working with the 
greatest effort in the rain and darkness. The 
greatest excitement prevails. Many believe 
that the city will be Inundated before day¬ 
light. The preparations made yesterday, in 
their half-consummated state, will be of lit¬ 
tle use, and fears are felt that the terrible 
sufferings of last year will lie rejieated. 

It was thought yesterday there would be 
at least one more day for preparation, and 
there was to much to be done that many will 
be compelled to leave their all at the mercy 
of the water. The city is in total darkness, 
and tho rain is still pouring in torrents. 
A portion of tho Ohio and Mississippi 
emb&ukment above tho fair-grounds caved 
in about midnight. Efforts are being made 
to save the trestle-works. The levee has 
greatly washed in many places, but, owing 
to the depth of the water, tho amount of 
damage can not be ascertained.

Aurora, Ijid., Feb. 5.—Heavy rains pre¬ 
vailed in this city yesterday, last night and 
until aoon to-day. The river, from having 
coma to a stand yesterday, rose 8 inches last 
night, and has been rising steadily all day 
at the rato of an inch an hour, lingar creek 
is over its banks, and the backwater is all 
over the neighboring bottoms, and most of 
the farming lands between Aurora and Law- 
ronceburg are under water, and the O. and 
M. K. R. track will probably be submerged 
in several places by morning. Cobb’s iron 
and nail mills are drowned out, and all that 
part of town north of Hagar creek and bo- 
tween George street and the river is flooded, 
the people abandoning their homes or mov¬ 
ing into the second stories. 

John Cobb Sc Co.’s chair warehouse is 
flooded, and the Aurora Distillery Company 
has been busy all day moving corn from the 
lower stories. This firm has $*19,000 worth 
of cattle in their pens, and a few feet more 
rise will compel their removal, at an ex¬ 
pense and loss probably of $10,000. 

Front street is submerged from the Eagle 
Hotel to the Crescent Brewerv, though the 
water is not yet in tho Eagle Hotel, but no 
doubt will be to-morrow. The water 
is in the cattle pens of the 
Crescent Brewery and over the pikes 
both above and below Aurora. Many 
families have moved out of their houses to¬ 
day, and merchants have been busy remov¬ 
ing their goods to places of safety, many 
anticipating a^greater flood than a year ago. 

ZA NES VILLE, O. 

MOST SEVERE DAMAGE REPORTED FROM A 
BREAK IX THE MUSKINGUM RIVER. 

(Special to the Conner-Journal. | 
Zanesville, O., Feb., 5.—The break in 
the Muskingum river took place at midnight 
last night. The most severe damage re¬ 
ported is the destruction of the Tay¬ 
lorsville bndgo, ten miles below this 
city. Four spans woro taken out in 
successive order, and citizens who witnessed 
the wreck describe it as one of tho mist 
thorough jobs of demolition known in river 
annals. The bridge cost $398,000 seven 
years ago. 8o far as known, but little pri¬ 
vate property was destroyed. The river is 
rising here to-night, and promises to equal 
the flood of 1883. 


OS THE CUYAHOGA. 

CLEVELAND, 0., ENDANGERED FUR A WHILE, 

BUT THE WORST PAST—OTHER POINTS ON 

THE RIVER SUFFERING. 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 5.—Floods bare 
been feared in this part of the State to-day, 
but thus far no great damage is reported. 
Here the river rose nearly level with the 
docks, and an ice gorge was threatened at 
the viaduct, but steam tugs cleared the chan¬ 
nel, and to-night the danger of a freshot is 
believed to be past. Trams this morning on 
three lines of railway running south rau 
through a few inches of water in several 
places. The inundation was caused by tho 
river and its tributaries overflowing previous 
to the ice moving out at the lake. The 
freshet baa subsided in that direction. 

At Findlay, the gas-works and streets are 
under water. Arlington, in tho same coun¬ 
ty, U deluged, and great quantities of lum- 
b -r and ship-timber swept away. The Co- 
uotton Valley railway tracks, from 15 to 40 
mlessouth, aro frequently underwater, but 
no wadi-outs are feared. On the Cleveland, 
Lorain* and Wheeling there is no high water 
lorth of Massillon, hut south all tho streams 
ate swelling. A coal station two miles this 
bide of the Ohio river report* the water very 
high and still rising. 

Tho Cleveland and Pittsburgh finds plenty of 
high water, but no damage. Tue New York. 
Pennsylvania and Ohio re|>orts an ice gorge 
at Sharon, Pa., but tho track woe cleared 
this afternoon. At Mendvillo, where the 
1<»od was very destructive a year ago, the 
ice is going out of the creek without much 
gorging. There is little dnmage thus far, 
and the dauger is considered past The 
rnin was general lust uight in this sectiou, 
but ceased this morning. Tho weather is 
springlike.

THE GAT HEAD DISASTER. 

Official Inquiry lain llie WrrrMns of the 
Mratufthlp City of Coiuiuhu*. 

Boston, Feb. 5.—The Board of Inspectors 
of Hteatu Vessels this morning tiegan an in¬ 
vestigation into the wrecking of the steam¬ 
ship City of Columbus. The disaster was 
attended with the Iocs of 97 lives. Capt. 
Wright, in bis statement, wild: “The second 
mate, Mr. Harding, was on duty from Bos¬ 
ton until the ship reached Nausick, a run of 
fourteen hours. 1 did nut leave the deck my¬ 
self, except to get supper, from tho time we 
left Boston until Hearing Tarpaulin Cove, at 
about 2 a. >i., when 1 wont into my room. 
I was sitting on the floor of my room with 
my back against tho beater aud my head in 
the pilot-house, when I hoard a call to ‘port.’ 
1 sprang up and cried, ‘hard apart,* think¬ 
ing wo were running down a vessel. 1 could 
not see tho vessel, but saw* a buoy two and 
one-half points off the port bow, 150 or 200 
yards distant. The vessel stiqck within 
twenty seconds.” 

The CapUm continued as follows: 

“The vessel soon listed and water was up 
to my arm pits. 1 went into the cabin and 
told the passengers to put on life preserver*. 
Within live minute* niter the ship struck she 
was lost. I can uot tell uny reason why the 
ship struck whore she did. A higher power 
will have to determine that. 1 do not know 
where the blame should rewt. The Gay Head 
light amounts to nothing unless seen at a 
distance. Bright lights confuse when close. 
The Boston light bus run many pilots ashore 
because of its beiug so brignt. The 
boats were cleared away with axes 
ns fast os possible. 1 don’t 
know auytliing about the alter-boat*; 1 was 
forward. In a time like that a crow* is 
worthless, and my crew was demoralized. I 
had a boat-drill every time on reaching Sa¬ 
vannah. 1 had no mean** of making signal*. 
It required ail our strength to hold ou to the 
rigging.” 

Second Assistant Engineer Collins testified 
as follow*: “1 saw me mam hatches burst 
off before I took to the rigging, the sea break¬ 
ing over the vessel. The hatches were forced 
up apparently from the force below the 
decks. 1 did not Attempt to dear 
away any boats. After the ship went on 
her beam euds 1 don't think any one could 
have moved on deck from forward to aft. 1 
was stationed ut boat No. 4, of which the 
chief engineer had command. 1 did not 
make any attempt to get boat 4 cleared 
away, aud did uot set* any attempt made. 
Tho last boat drill was a month ago, iu Sa¬ 
vannah. I never helped iu the drill myself. 
Home of the boats were hanging by tackles 
on the port sido and tome sw uiging from one 
davit.

’•BUSINESS.” 

TrE8DAT, Feb. 5 —The breadstuff mar¬ 
kets were irregular in tho West, but tamo 
and rather soft in the East. Changes in 
price* were unimportant. The statistics in 
another column show the first marked de¬ 
crease of the season in receipts at Western 
markets. This, however, Is, of course, 
largely due to the extensive thaw in the 
Northwest. Provisions fluctuated and were 
a trifle lower. Cotton wo* quiet, but futures 
closed fractionally higher. The live stock 
market* wore firm and hogs were higher. 

In New York monoy was easy. Foreign 
exchange was a fraction higher. Govern¬ 
ment. bonds were steady. The stock market 
was less active and the majority of the 
changes were in favor of the beans. 

In London a material decline in American 
railroads is reported. In Liverpool hog 
products were agaiu higher, corn was lower 
and wheat and cotton were steady. 


“HORIZONTAL REDUCTION.” 

The tariff reduction bill introduced by 
Mr. Moun iron in the House Monday pro¬ 
ceeds mainly on the principle of "horizon¬ 
tal reduction”—'which Usimply making a 
uniform reduction of the duties on all ar¬ 
ticles on which there is now a tariff. 

3Ir. Mohkison, however, does not ad¬ 
here inflexibly to this rule, as lie places 
many articles on tlic free list and makes 
sundry provisions with reference toothers. 
His bill, however, with these exceptions, 
takes just 20 per cent, from the duties of 
the hundreds of articles in the tariff sched¬ 
ules. and so is in general effect a hill for a 
horizontal reduction. 

It Is impossible at present to say in what 
shape this bill may ho reported buck to 
the House by the Ways and Means 
Committee, to which it has been refer¬ 
ral, but should that committee not 
agree upon n substantially in its present 
form, it will doubtless be the basis of the 
bill on which they will unite. 

Of course, now that Mr. Morrison’s bill 
is before the public, it will at once become 
the target of all who arc opposed to any 
kind of tariff reform, and the "horizontal” 
feature will receive an unlimited share of 
abuse. The Republicans will cry out in 
horror against It. notwithstanding the fact 
that the boasted "reform” of the tariff 
which they made in 1872 was a "horizontal 
reduction” of ten per cent.—which, by the 
way, they restored three years later. The 
protectionist Democrats, who protest against 
toy change, will also join In this clamor, 
and altogether "horizontal reduction” will 
be made out by these good people as a very 
awfully awful sin. 

But the merits of the plan arc 
clear, nevertheless. The first object 
to be aimed at in reforming the turiff 
is lightening the Burden of taxation. The 
fundamental id :a back of all agitation for 
a revision of the tariff is that the whole 
system is wrong and oppressive, and while 
the necessity for raising a revenue prevents 
thq abolition of the system, the excessive 
tributes which it levies on the people make 
it imperative that they shall be decreased. 

The primary object qf tariff reform , there¬ 
fore. is to lessen the exorbitant tarn firm of the 
jxoplc; the adjustment of any inequalities 
ichich may exist in the operation of the tariff 
amonq Oum whom it subsidize is only an in - 
cidcntaL and secondary purpose of this move¬ 
ment, 

It proceeds on the assumption that the 
present tariff is too high; that it unneces¬ 
sarily robs the country ; and that the press¬ 
ing need is for relief to the masses. Tho 
great demand In the United States for re 
vision of the tariff springs from 
the determination of the people to 
have a reduction of extortionate 
taxes, and uot from their wild desire that 
the protection afforded by the tariff, to 
Tom as a manufacturer of hoop-skirts shall 
be equal to that afforded Dick as a maker 
of "gallus” buckles. These minor matters 
may be looked into more leisurely when 
practical popular relief Is at least fairly in 
a ugu rated. 

Horizontal reduction strikes straight in 
this direction. It is simple and unambigu 
ous. There can be no double-dealing nor 
•ublcrfuge in it, no political truckling to 
class and sectional interests. Its terms are 
distinct and open, and can uot be mistaken 
by friend or foe. In Mr. Morrison’s bill 
it is proposed to make a clean shave of 
twenty per cent, on the present customs 
rates. That U plain enough. It is simply 
ft proposition to reduce the tariff one fifth. 
Everybody can understand that. It does 
not hide its purpose behind a complex and 
obscure mass of flgurap and fractions. Its 
opponents know exactly what they have 
to fight, its advocates know just what they 
ftro fighting for. 

All subsidized interests will kuow pro 
ciaely how much of their bounty they will 
lose, and cutting down tbe subsidies of all 
alike can not disturb whatever industrial 
and trade adjustments that exist now. 
The protectionists have been in power for 
over twenty years. They have had all the 
time and opportunity to arrange their 
ftchedules to suit themselves. Slicing off 
20 per cent, of these schedules is simply 
cutting down all that amount. Where 
one manufacturer loses one-fifth of his 
bounty, he is in the same boat with tho 
rest, and other goods that he has to buy, lu 
bis busiuess or m bis household, he gets 
one-fifth cheaper. 

Horizontal reduction alstS leaves no gap 
for each separate iuterest to rush to Wash¬ 
ington, deluge Congress with a multitude 
of clamorous and conflicting lobbies, and 
plunge all possibility ol legislation ou tliis 
subject into a hopeless chuos, from which 
it would lie next to impossible to extract 
any practical ami early measure of relief 
for the people. 

As to Mr. Morrison’* bill, it U hard to 
see who can object to it except the reve 
nuc reformers themselves, aud while it 
does uot make as large reductions in some 
special duties as they would like to sec, 
they arc more than willing to waive for 
the present all such considerations for the 
more simple and more attainable begin 
ning of reform possible through this 
measure. T'lio Republicans themselves 
&r© estopped from opposing the principle 
of horizontal reduction because they have 
lormully approved it; and as the prescut 
tariff system is, thay say, perfect, being 
carefully built up by themselves and ac¬ 
curately readjusted by their "Commission” 
only a year ago, it follows that they can 
uot claim that it needs adjustment by tbe 
Democrats, and therefore they can only 


consistently object to reduction itself and 
not to the manner of the reduction. 

However, consistency will be an un¬ 
known virtue iu their discussion of this 
bill If it were not. they would have to 
support It, as it does not propose a greater 
reduction than tho Republicans them¬ 
selves Inst year said should be made, and 
which they said would he made by their 
tariff net of last March. Their own com¬ 
mission recommended a reduction of 25 
per cent They avowed that their 
act of March would make a reduction of 
25 per cent It turns out that It will not 
make one of 5 per cent Mr. Morrison’s 
bill does not. propose, a greater reduction 
than tl% Republicans assured the country 
was needed aud would be given. But 
they will fight it with bitterness und des¬ 
peration nevertheless 

However, these are points of policy 
which in this connection arc neither here 
nor there. Tho people demand a relief 
from the burdens of the tariff. Mr. Mon- 
KltsoN'ft bill answers in some degree that 
demand. It will receive the support of 
sincere reformers everywhere until a better 
one is offered in Its place. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 

After a prolonged contest, which will be 
memorable, the Democratic caucus agreed 
lust night on a nomination, and Mr. 
Blackburn secured six^y three votes to 
fifty-seven cast for Senator Williams. 

It is a triumph upon which Mr. Black¬ 
burn and his friends have a right to con¬ 
gratulate themselves. Conducted with 
6ueh vigor, with such aggressiveness, with 
such wisdom, judgment aud discretion, 
that Senator Williams and his supporters 
will see that defeat in such n mutest can 
not bring with it auy humiliation. 

The faithfulness of the supporters of 
Senator Williams is creditublc alike to 
him and to them. Somewhat too confi¬ 
dent in the beginning to force an issue 
when victory was possible, they did not 
waver even wheu delay had made it 
doubtful and, at last, unattainable. And 
on the final ballot he had his largest vote. 

Mr. Blackburn entered the con¬ 
test with but only a handful of 
supporters. He bus all the 
qualities of a leader, those 
which inspire courage and confidence; he 
has the faculty of winning admiration 
from most determined opponents, and of 
exciting an interest in his political success 
even among those who know uothiug of 
him individually. Every day’s delay 
brought new strength aud new courage. 
Ilis personal management was admirable 
and he whs admirably supported. 
Fiom tbe beginning no mistake was 
made. Had the content on the first 
night bcon between Senator Williams 
and Mr. Blackburn, the Senator would 
have been re-elected by a vote something 
like fifty to seventy. Mr. Swer.net was a 
new factor In the race, au unknown quim 
tity which gave additional iuterest and ex 
citement to it, and secured what was so 
much needed by the opposition—delay. 
When Mr. Sweeney withdrew. It was too 
late for Senator Williams to grasp the 
prize. The opposition hail taken on a 
more positive character, ami it was will 
ing to concentrate on Mr. Blackburn. 

Senator Williams has served well his 
party and his Slate. A man loyal to his 
friends; a man whose character is above 
reproach, with strong truits and positive 
convictions, he makes enemies whose oppo¬ 
sition was in itself praise, lie will retire 
strong in the respect and confidence of the 
people of Kentucky. 

The promotion of Mr. Blackburn has 
been fairly earned. As a Representative 
in Congress lie has steadily grown in pub¬ 
lic esteem, and to-day he stands a recog¬ 
nized leader In the House of Representa¬ 
tives. It was only a question of time 
when he woulif bo Senator from Ken¬ 
tucky. He will, two years hence, enter 
liis new field lu every way most 
admirably equipped for its higher 
und more exalting duties. That 
he will equal the full requiremeuts of the 
place; that he will here as elsewhere meet 
the promises of his friends and justify 
their predictions, no one who has watched 
his public career can for a moment ques¬ 
tion. liis is a nature whica responds 
quickly to ever)* demand made upon it, 
and he fills every position with credit to 
himself and honor to liis State. 


Khartoum with a mere body-guard, and 
his mission takes on more and more strik¬ 
ingly the characteristics of romance rather 
tbau scientific military adveuture, with 
means adapted to the ends aimed at. Gor 
don, who iu a former military control oi 
the Soudan, acquired nu intimate knowl¬ 
edge of the people and a remarkable as¬ 
cendancy over them, stakes his reputation 
and perhaps his life upon a special theory 
which ho has formed, namely, that the 
leader of the Soudanese is a patriot instead 
of an impostor; that he has taken advantage 
of the superstitions of his people to enroll 
them in military bodies; that he designs 
merely to free his country of great oppres¬ 
sions, and that the guarantee of certain re¬ 
forms would soothe him ami his followers. 
This theory is not shared by many, but it 
will soon be put to the lest. Great dls 
affection had been reported iu Bakcr’s 
army among the black troops on account 
of the removal of Zobebic Pasha, whom 
Gen. Gordon had marked as a traitor. 


The river situation is evidently very 
threatening. Immense damage to trade 
aud property might be wrought without 
approaching very closely to the high- 
water murk of 1888, and then the high- 
water mark of 1888 might be reached, or 
even over-passed. Last February there 
was an extraordinary precipitation in the 
Ohio valley, in u series of rani9 growing 
successively warmer. The surface of the 
earth was covered with n sheet of ice at 
the beginning of these rains and the earth 
beucuili was thoroughly saturated. The 
wiutcr thaw was completed at one su¬ 
preme effort. All the water of the rain 
and the melted ice flowed rapidly Into the 
Ohio, aud this combination of conditions 
produced thu greatest rise on record. The 
damage to trade and to property,rural aud 
urban, in the Ohio valley was estimated at 
$15,(XX),000. At present these conditions 
are uncomfortably similar to those of a 
year ago, with the important exception 
that there have been several partial thaws, 
with successive rises and falls iu the river 
us the earth has partially discharged the 
accumulations of ice aud snow ou Us sur¬ 
face. The water thus stored bus therefore 
been reduced in amount, but the quantity 
of rainfall is a question of conjecture. 
There ure. of course, no scientific a priori. 
reasons why the maximum stage of water 
should not be reached in two successive 
years, but the preceding partial thaws 
reuder it improbable. At all events, a 
sharp freeze, to stop the flow from the 
country side into the river, might be 
worth several million dollars, to sav noth¬ 
ing of the privations aud discomforts 
which it might avert. It is to be feared 
that cousidcruble ljftseft will l»e sustained, 
both in city and country, and, in the 
meanwhile, tho greater part of tbe Ohio 
basin is thoroughly drenched.

ple. It is a good sign when none of tho 
subscriptions given yesterday are smaller 
tbau tbe subscriptions of last year, while 
most of them much larger and some 
of them double aud treble what 
the same parlies hist year subscribed. 
Now certainly is the time to strike. It 
Is not the time to stop to accuse others of 
not subscribing, but to set the example to 
others by dolug the right thing oneself. 
It is manifest that tho whole amount will 
Ihj forthcoming. Every day it is rolling 
up nearer the necessary figures, and every 
duy some one is changing his mind and 
doubling up his subscription or taking a 
hand where lie said he would not come in. 
Tbe money is bound to come. Every one 
might as well recognize that fact and an¬ 
ticipate a call on him. All that 
is gained by delay is to put off 
the preparation for tbe exhibition 
und prevent its being quite as good, per¬ 
haps, as it might be if ample time is given 
for preparation. The classified list pub- 
lished yesterday is to lie presented to the 
public agaiu iu a few days. The letters 
printed this morning are good readiug for 
the slothful. Every one should read 
them, every one should consider what his 
duty to the community la. and every one 
should hasten to wake up und do his part. 


At every session of tbe Legislature we 
have an amendment to the city charter pro¬ 
posed for the purpose of making the Mayor 
of Louisville eligible for re-election. There 
ought to lie no doubt about tbe defeat of 
the amendment. When our citizens reach 
tho conclusion that there is ouly one person 
in Louisville able to till tlic office they will 
ask to have the city charter amended iu the 
wav prescribed, borne persons imagine 
that the people are incapable of self-gov¬ 
ernment, especially in a city, und it must 
be confessed there arc certain fucts to bear 
out this assumption; still they are not con 
elusive, and just yet tho citizens of Louis¬ 
ville are not disposed to surrender even the 
shadow of self-government. The section 
under discussion is uot vital; ii has not 
been as useful in protecting us from mis- 
government as was fondly hoped, yet it Is 
a part of the charter aud the people have a 
right to pass on all amendments. T he 
authors of this amendment might submit 
it to the people in order to lest the ques¬ 
tion. There is no crying necessity for its 
immediate passage. 

Another terrible disaster has been suf- 
fered by the Egyptian armies at the hands 
of the hitherto invincible Soudanese war¬ 
rior, El Mabdl Valentine Baker, in 
command of an army of Turks, Egyptians 
aud Europeans, has beep beaten with a 
loss of 2,000 men. four Kmpp cannon and 
two Gatling guns. Another disaster is to 
be expected in a few days in the capture 
or annihilation of tho army of Tewkik 
Pasiia at Sinkat, who had culled for suc¬ 
cor, with the statemeut that if not relieved 
promptly he would bo compelled to sur¬ 
render within a week. This relief de¬ 
pended upon the army of Baker Pasha, 
which bus been destroyed. The False 
Prophet is thus vigorously clearing Upper 
Egypt of his enemies, and is marking his 
progress with an unbroken succession of 
victories. At tbe last advices Geu. Gor¬ 
don was advancing in the direction of

There are already three large two-volume 
dictionaries of the luw published in tbe 
United States— Bouvier. Burrlll and Abbott, 
each, in its way, a valuable and scholarly 
work, and one of them has long ranked as a 
standard, lu this state of the ca*e, with tbe 
market so preoccupied, there fa a suggest ion of 
temerity in the publication of these elaborate 
volumes. There appear to be three distinct¬ 
ive Guru res of tbe present work worthy of 
notice in such a publication as thfa, tbe dic¬ 
tionary proper, tho Latin maxinpw, and the 
adjudged words and phrases. "A Dictiona¬ 
ry of English Law," by Charles Sweet, 
LL.B., of Lincoln's Inn, London, 1882, bos 
been incorporated, *> a foundation, 
from advance sheets, which imvo 

been furnished the American odltor 

from the English publisher. A social 
point has been made of the maxims. Thu list 
includes all those contained in Wharton, and 
many others, with apt translations and ac¬ 
companying citation* of authorities illus¬ 
trating their application. The words ami 
phrases, in which the dictionary is very full, 
have come, in part, from five manuscript 
volumes of "Adjudged Wordsand Phrases,** 
prepared by the iato John J. Brown, of the 
New Jersey bar, aud which many years ago 
elicited from Chancellor Kent, to who it was 
submitted, the w armest coinmeudntion. The 
editorial work has been judiciously and 
learnedly done, bringing tho cituliuus and 
defimtiou* down to tho present time and in 
every detail uiuiutalumg tho high siamLrd 
of the publishers. As a dictionary for the 
practicing lawyer, as a correct and exten¬ 
sive depository of the aocep* • ,i of 

law terms, it lias no superior, u.*u u will bo a 
valuable addition to any library. In com¬ 
mon with all the law* dictionaries—neithor 
more nor less than the best of them— 
it. is open to one criticism. The 
Latin, Normuu - French, Scotch and 

Anglo-Saxon terms and phrases are 

printed, oftentimes, with full and satisfac¬ 
tory etymological notes, but the pronuncia¬ 
tion is ignored. A perfect law dictionary, 
while no large a proportion At tho profession 
remain untaught iu the French language, 
and w hile so many, especially of tho Nor¬ 
man-French, terms in the law are aa often 
and as badly mispronounced a» the uame of 
the senior editor of tin* dictionary, should 
con turn a key to the orthoepy such a* Wor¬ 
cester ami Webster furuivh for English 
words. With this possible exception there is 
little to criticise and, as long ns ail the 
dictionaries are, iu this particular, in pari 
delicto, the book-buying lawyer will hardly 
tail to recoguize the points of merit in this 
learned and comprehensive work. 

Walkek on Patents a Text-hook or the 
Patent Law* or Tins United Static* or Amer¬ 
ica. By Albert 11. Walker, ot tho Hartford 
Bar. 1 volume; pp. 800. Now York: L. K. 
tstrou^e sc Co. lhsd. 

The Amerlcau text-books upou this sub¬ 
ject huve hitherto been smgulariy inadequate 
aud unsatisfactory. Although the. practice 
in thu branch of the luw ha* been, to Kay 
tne least, as remunerative as that in any 
other, and while tho amount of litigation iu 
patents bus been, for many years, sufficient 
to attract to it many lawyers of tho first 
class as specialists, yet we have had nu single, 
comprehensive and authoritative work upon 
patents and the patent law. The student 
and the practitioner alike have beau driveu 
to tho reported oo»e* and to the English 
treatise*. Tho must extensive und reliable 
American work prior to the one In baud was 
published in 1878, .-me-' w inch time there 
have been more tbun one thousand adju¬ 
dications In tho Federal and Bute 
Courts upon points of patent law*. Mr. 
Walker is one of the most eminent 
of New England patent lawyers aud in ev¬ 
ery way qualified to instruct his brethren in 
this brauch of law. His book covers the en¬ 
tire field of the patent laws of the United 
States, from the foundation of tho Govern¬ 
ment in 178H to September, 1688—citing all 
tho reported Fodoral and State judicial de¬ 
cisions, more thnu twelve hundred in num¬ 
ber. Tbd appendix contains the Patent 
Statutes in full, forms of patent pleadings 
and the equity rules. The work, as a whole, 
is, by far, tho most comprehensive, accurate 
aud practical that ha* yet been published 
upon American law. it must find a place in 
the library of every lawyer who practices in 
patent-*, and it will assuredly prove ex¬ 
tremely useful to such practitioner*. It is 
written in a luminous and picuviut style, 
divided aud subdivided iu a clear mid con¬ 
venient manner, and coming to the profes¬ 
sion, as it doe*, with tbe cordial indorsement 
of many of the leading patent lawyers of tho 
country, will scarcely fail o t general np- 
proval. It is plainly w'orthy of the first 
place among books on this subject. 

An Llemextakt Treatise on run American Law 
or Heai. Property. by t’hfatupher u. Tiede- 
luaii. A. M., I.L1J,, ]Tofe**or of Law aud 
Instructor iu the Law of Beki Property In the 
Law Department ol the University of the Slat© 
ol Missouri.

There seems to bo room for a book of this 
kind in ths law libraries. Of all the books 
upon this subject not ono fa recalled that pre¬ 
sent* iu ono volume satisfactorily the present 
law ol realty In the United States. Williams, 
m England, and Gerard, m tho State of 
New York, leave little to be doored, but the 
ono is too English and the other too 1 cm al fur 
general study und reference in this country. 
Prof. Tledeinati seems to have put tho law 
into bhnpo very luminously iu a single, good- 
sized volume, staUug principles with clear¬ 
ness, fortifying them with abundant cita¬ 
tions brought down to tho present time and 
expurgutiuc wbat*U obsolete and merely his¬ 
toric ul. While the law of real property can 
ouly be mastered ("the proverb is 
something musty") by a study of 
English precedents, and although the 
historical nnd obsolete portions are not 
the least important in that »andy, vet an 
American text book like this cau not fail to 
be of value to law students at the outlet of 
their course, us well a* to practitioner* gen¬ 
erally who are looking for a recent and sat¬ 
isfactory work on this subject. The me¬ 
chanical execution fa excellent. Thomas & 
Co.’s work suffer* very little in cumparfacm 
with tho best American law printing aud 
binding. 

Fiuvutnjsirr JIorroAore or Merchandise, a 
Commentary on the American Phage* of 
Twyne’s Case. By James O, Pierce. I vol- 
time; pp. 810. tit, Louis: K. H. Thomas & Co. 
18NL 

This little book discusses very fully and 
satisfactorily the question whether mort¬ 
gages of a stock of goocU in trade, under 
which tho mortgagor is permitted by the 
mortngee to sell the goods at his discretion in 
the usual course of business, are fraudulent 
as to tho creditors of tbe mortgagor, and 
whether, if it be so held, it fa still 
so in case the agreement or understanding 
between the parties to toe mortgugo permit¬ 
ting such sales fa uot shown upon the face of 
the instrument, but is proven by evidence 
aliunde . In Twyne’s case (3 Coke, 80) all 
such mortgages or deeds of gift are held to 
be wholly fraudulent, but In England this 
doctrine no longer prevails, and in the 
United States there is great contrariety of 
opiulon. 

While tbe court* of Virginia, New York, 
Illinois, Missouri aud Teunessee, ns well as 
tho Federal court*, more or loss stringently 
sustain the rule in Twyne’s cose, others of 
the highest respectability, including tho 
Courts of Appeals of Kentucky', M»j»*achu- 
sette, Texas and Michigan, have either esson- 
tially modified or wholly repudiated it. hi 
a number of the States the matter fa con¬ 


trolled by statutes. The subject fa an inter¬ 
esting ono, and often important in our courts. 
Mr. Pierce, a prominent member of the 
Memphis bar, by suttiug out seriatim tbe 
law of euchof thohe States, with a full cita¬ 
tion of authorities and uu excellent compar¬ 
ison with tbe modem English doc¬ 
trine, has made a useful book, and one 
especiall}' valuable to commercial lawyers.

8‘JO Broadway, Publisher. iH*b 
In tiio preparation of a cure for argument 
or submiSKsion, if a question of law be in¬ 
volved that requires full and careful re- 
searcb, no prudent lawyer, jealous of bfa ow n 
reputation aud realmix for the interest of his 
client, fa satisfied of hfa position iu any coun¬ 
try where the common law fa administered 
without a resort to tho decisions of the 
Engifeh courts. If be finds there authorities 
in bis favor it is as though -Eacus and Kudu- 
niauthus bad indorsed tbe writing. He fa, 
moreover, principally concerned with tbe 
decisions of tbe past one hundred or one 
hundred and twenty-five years. Bscon's 
.Abridgement and Vinor’s and Comvn’s 
Digests containing tho earlier cases, while 
they may be of more value historically and 
from an antiquarian point of view, are of 
far less practical value iu this tfay than tho 
digests that contain tbe deefaions from tho 
middle of the last ccnturv—or whore 
Coinnu leaves off—to the present time. Only 
a very small proportion of the lawyers are 
ablo to own anything like a complete set of 
tho English reports, and tho number who 
live within reach of the great reference 
libraries fa, compared to the <wbole body of 
the profession, insignificant. A digest is, 
therefore, the only meuns. aside from the 
text-books, by which the English decisions 
are, as a rule, to be satisfactorily consulted 
in tho United States, and if the digests 
found for tbfa purpose were no better tbun 
tho average digest of the State reports, 
which, with ouly a very few exceptions, aro 
entitled iu all tho possible varieties of bud- 
nosa to very high rank, the English reporU 
would be pretty effectually dosed to the 
prottwdon in Amorica. it is fortuuate, in 
this coudition of tho cure, that tho English 
digester* have been either more intelli¬ 
gent or more conscientious uud diligent 
than their American brethren. In 16GH, 
Fisher’s Common Law Digest,’' In five 
volumes, founded upon the analytical meth¬ 
od of ilarrfaou, was issued from the London 
pre%*. it at once became the slandurd ill 
England, and attracted much alieullou in 
this country. SSuppluujut* from tune to 
time have been published, bringing the 
work down to a recent date. But it has 
never been a convenient reference book for 
an American lawyer. It fa very costly, and 
tho arrangemeut ts peculiar and unusual as

Frank ronr, Feb. 5.—Iu the House, Mr. 
Stoll, from the Couimitieo on Ways and 
Means, reported & bill for tne benefit of Goo. 
II. Hocker, of Boyle county, allowing said 
Hocker tho sum of $150 for expense incurred 
in the inuiuteiium* of sum© paupers. Tho 
yeas aud nay* were called on tbe passage of 
tbe bill, and it vaa posted—yea*, 61; nay*. 
U. Mr. Talbott reported the bill to the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Tbe Committee on Corporate Institutions 
reported favorably a bill to incorporate tho 
Louisville Merchants' Private Police and 
Detective Agency. The incorporator* are 
Joseph II. Browning, Michael Hanlon, 
Daniel Loagaker, Alfred H. John*on, Tho*. 
J. Horton and William F. Ernat. Mr. Jack- 
son offered an amendment, which was 
adopted, providing that no one who 
has been convicted of a felony 
and not pardoned should become a member 
of the society, and that nil member* shall bo 
ablo to read and write tho English language 
intelligibly. Tho bill then passed. Under 
its provisions the member* of tbe society are 
given tho same power of arrest as po^essed 
by tho police and detectives of Louisville, 
with power, also, to imprison parlies arrest¬ 
ed in any jail or station-house in this State. 
The members are required to give bond in 
th© Jefferson County Court, with good se¬ 
curity to be approved by tbe County Judge, 
nnd are also required to bo *worn by suid 
Judge to faithfully perform their duties. 
The members and their bondsmen shall be 
personally liable for auy and ail wrongful 
acts. The corporatiou may adopt a badge 
to be worn by the member*, and members 
are under control of their own officials. Tho 
corporatiou may adopt a scale of prices and 
charges for their rent ices. 

Th© special order for 10:80 o’clock was 
Mr. Burnatn's bill end Mr. Carroll’s *ubati- 
tute therefor, both bills providing for a re¬ 
peal of tbe present law regulating changes of 
venue in rrimiual case* and restoring the 
old law. Mr. Walker moved to postpone 
consideration of th© bill and make it a sj>eri*l 
order for Thursday, Februury 14, at 10:30 
o’clock a. m.

Chicago Fob. 6.—An application for a 
halieas corpus was made in tbe Circuit Court 
to-day by John Fauicfa, a subject of Great 
Britain, bulling from Konirewshire, Boot- 
laud, who declares that tn 1888 b© came to 
the United Slat©* and took up bfa residence 
in Cntlin* Vermillion couuty, 111., where ha 
acquired coal miu©* and other pro)K*rty, 
rated now as being worth from $100,000 to 
&500,000. In 1871 the title to hfa property 
was contested and tho matter carried into 
th© Fetleral Court at Springfield, th© litiga¬ 
tion dragging along until November, 1882, 
wheu, according to Mr. Faulds* story, be 
woe wrongfully accused of iusamty, con¬ 
victed and sent to the inemno asylum 
at Kankakee, where he was confined until 
December, 1888, when ho managed to 
©scape. Ho contend* that the charges of in¬ 
sanity wore mado to prevent hitn from pros¬ 
ecuting his suit, w hich involves tho possession 
of all hfa property. After his flight from 
tho asylum, in December last, Faulds has 
remained in Chicago, where bo « ui recog¬ 
nized yesterday aud arrested at tho instance 
of some of hfa persecutors. His application 
for release fa iudorseti by several medical 
experts, w ho declare the petitioner of sound 
uuud, as do also four or five prominent resi¬ 
dent* of the cltv. Prior to tne commence¬ 
ment of hfa suit hfa income from his mines 
was of a princely character, but ceased al¬ 
together when tb© title to tha property was 
attached in tb© court, as the mining opera¬ 
tion* then ceased.

Baker Pasha’s Force Inveigled Into 
a Fight With the Egyp¬ 
tian Rebels, 


The Fight Rcsnlting in the I.oss to 
the Loyal Army of Fully Two 
Thousand Men. 


A Summary of the Queen’s Speech at the 
Opening of the British Par¬ 
liament,

GIVING BISMARCK AWAY- 


London, Feb. 5.—Advices from Suakirn 
report rumor* to the effect thnt Baker I 
bas been defeated anti suffered great losses. 
In the lobbies of the House of Commons tbe 
rumor that Gen. Baker’s army bas been an¬ 
nihilated is considered authentic. Another 
report says Baker lost two thousand men, but 
he has escaped. 

Later dispatches reiterate the previous re¬ 
port* that Baker Pasha has met with a seri¬ 
ous defeat. Balter Pasha bad with him 3.- 
500 men. He was advancing when attacked. 
His losses in killed and wounded amount to 
2,000 men. Baker, with the remnant of his 
force, bucceeded in reaching Trinkat. wtiero 
the gunboat Banger is lying. Baker Pasha 
intends to proceed immediately to Suakiiu in 
the Ranger. 

A Cairo dispatch says: Tbe Khedive bas 
a telegram from Baker Pasha reporting his 
defeat near Tokoi. Ili» losses were 2,000 
men, four KruDD cannons and two Gatling 
guns. Tbe Turks itn 1 Europeans fought 
well. Baker Pasha will return at once to 
Suakim with tbe remainder of his force. 

A Cairo dispatch says: A portion of 
Baker Pasha’s force left Trinkitat Saturday 
and threw up inirenchments on the shore of 
a lagoon four miles distant. The rest of 
the troops followed Monday. Baker Pnsha 
intended to udvauce to the well of Teb, five 
miles further, and half way to Tokar. 
Nothing was heard afterward of bis move¬ 
ments until there came the news of his de¬ 
feat. The disaster was rather expected, as 
his force consisted of raw and badly equip¬ 
ped, drilled and disciplioed recruits, some of 
whom were sent to the front without arm* 
and some with only old muskets. The 
gloomiest rumors have prevailed since the 
start of Jbe expedition. Advices regarding 
the defeat of Baker Pasha are conflicting, 
but the following details have been received: 
Baker Pasha began his advance from tbo in- 
trnnebments at Trinkitat Sunday. His force 
consisted of 3,000 troops, badly armed and 
short of ammunition, and many of whom 
showed unwillingness to proceed. Baker 
Pasha had sent from Trinkitat 
to Cairo an urgent appeal for 
rifles to replace the old muskets 
with whlcd numbers of bis troops were arm¬ 
ed. In reply ho received orders to try to 
force his way to Tokar without delay, and 
with tbe English officers connected with the 
expedition began the march, expecting de¬ 
feat. Spies had falsely reported the roads 
clear, w ith the exception of small bands of 
rebels. Monday forenoon a portion of tbo 
advance encountered a body of Osman 
Digna'a troops and a fight ensued, which 
was more of a route tbau a battle. 

A dmpatch from Suakim says Baker Pasha 
lost all his camels and baggage in tbo fight. 
Most of the Egyptian officers and men 
bolted. Col. bartorious tried hard to 
rally them, but without success. 
The Europeans behaved splendidly. 
Cal. Bartorious narrowly escaped with 
bis life. The enemy pursued them almost 
into Trinkitat. The European policeman 
and Turkish infantry were cut to pieces. 
Fourteen European and three native officers 
are missing. The fight was begun by 
u few Arab horsemeu attacking 
Baker Pa>ba’s cavalry, which fieri. 
Baker then formed a square, which 
the enemy surrounded. The rest of tho 
Egyptians then fled in confusfbn and the 
gunuers deserted their guns. Baker Pasha 
was several times surrounded by the enemy, 
hut with his staff managed to cut his « ay 
through the enemy, whoso force was inferior 
in numbers to Baker Pasha's. Only three 
wdcs of the square were formed owing to 
the fact that two companies of Egyp¬ 
tian troons stood still, overcome with 
fright. The enemy poured into the gap, 
when the Egyptians threw away their 
rifles and flung them Selves upon the ground, 
screaming for mercy. The troops on one 
fide of the square killed many of their own 
men by their wild firing. The enemy be¬ 
trayed profound contempt for their oppo¬ 
nents. All the stores at Trinkitat were 
brought away. Col. Barnnby is safe. Ma¬ 
rines were landed at ttuakitn to prevent a 
panic. _ 

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

TOE SESSION FORMALLY OPENED—A BL*M- 
MARY OF THE QUSEN'ft SPEECH. 

London, Feb. 5.—Parliament opened to¬ 
day. The Queen’s speech announces the 
continuance of friendly relations with all 
foreign powers. The correspondence with 
France relative to Madagascar has termi¬ 
nated, and confirms a cordial understanding 
between the two countries. In conjunction 
with tbe President of the United States a 
commission has been appointed and is now 
sitting at Paris to discuss the regulation of 
the Newfoundland fisheries. An agreement 
with Portugal respecting Congo and the ad¬ 
jacent territory has been formed. Diplo¬ 
matic relations’with Mexico are m a fair way 
of being soon resumed. A treaty of com¬ 
merce with Turkey is under discussion. Tho 
commercial agreement with .Spain has been 
signed and awaits the action of tho Cortes. 
The revision of the commercial treaty with 
Japan is nearly completed, and a treaty of 
commerce and friendship with Corea formed. 

Last autumn the condition in Egypt was so 
satisfactory that instructions were given for 
evacuating Cairo, a further reduction of the 
English military forces and concentration in 
Alexandria, but in November the Egyptian 
army in 8oudan suffered a serious defeat and 
therefore the order of evacuation was re¬ 
called as a precaution against tho possible 
effects of a military reverse iu Egypt itself. 
Tbe army of occupation in Egypt remains 
the same as heretofore. Such counsels have 
lieen offered the Egyptian Government as a 
prudent regard for its resources aud con¬ 
ditions seemed to require. Gen. Gordon has 
beon sent to assist in carrying out the resolu¬ 
tion of the Khedive to withdraw from the 
interior of Soudan. A favorable issue is ex¬ 
pected to tbe negotiations with tho Trans¬ 
vaal delegates. The revenue for the current 
year, it is believed, will not fall short of ex¬ 
pectations. The condition of ail airs in Ire¬ 
land continues to show improvement. The 
passage of tho measures soon to bo presented 
tn Parliament is urged. These provide for the 
further extension of the franchise through¬ 
out the United Kingdom and the reform of 
tbe local government. The aim will be to se¬ 
cure greater efficiency of the administration 
and enlargement of the powers of tho rate¬ 
payers, including the regulation of traffic iu 
intoxicating liquors. A plan will be pro¬ 
posed for the extension of the Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment to the whole metropolis, and bills 
relating to the security of iilo and property 
at sen, to the repression of corruption at elec¬ 
tions and the promotion of education and 
morality will be introduced. 

Parliament opeued at 2 o’clock this after¬ 
noon. Tbe crow d in the streets was smaller 
than usual, and no excitement was mani¬ 
fested. Twenty-six Peers were present in 
the Hons© of Lords. Man)* ladies occupied 
Hfrntn. Tbe House of Commons was sum¬ 
moned to tbe bar of the House of Lords, 
and about forty trooped in with much 
bustle. The Queen’s speech was delivered 
by the Royal Commissioner, after which 


both boures suspended sitting nntil 4 o'clock. 
The galleries of the House of Lords were 
crowded during the delivery of tho speech. 

Tbe Marquis of Tweed dale moved an ad¬ 
dress In i eply to the speech. Baron Ver¬ 
non, in seconding, trusted the policy in 
Egypt would l»e attended with good results. 
It was founded on the Liberal motto of re¬ 
trenchment aud reform. 

The Marquis of Salisbury arose and was 
.received with cheers. He did not move nn 
amendment, but expressed surprise at the 
optimistic views of the mover and seconder 
or the address in face of tho sinister nows re¬ 
ceived to-day. For bis part ho could not 
listen to such speeches with complacency. 
He criticised tho speech for containing no 
allusions to the wrongs suffered in Madagas¬ 
car. The paragraph respecting Egypt was 
probably intended to create the impression 
that the Government did not bold itself 
responsible for the disaster in Egypt. 

Robert Bourke,Conservative,will move tbe 
amendment pointing out the want of suc¬ 
cess iu the Government’s policy in Egypt. 
The weakening of the authority ui tbo 
native Government, taken with the fact that 
nothing is provided to fill its place, i« 
fraught with danger to Egypt- It prevents, 
moreovor, the withdrawal of our troops and 
dangerously increases onr responsibilities in 
Egypt and Europe. No measure cau Ikj 
effective unless the Cabinet distinctly 
recognizes the obligations incurred by 
English intervention. The debate on this 
amendment will be brief. 

Thursday, Henry Chaplin will introduce a 
measure providing for the exclusion of for¬ 
eign cattle. In this motion regret is ex- 
irossed that adequate measures have not 
ieen taken, in consonance with the resolu¬ 
tion of last session, to prohibit the landing 
of foreign cattle. It Is believed that the 
Government will announce a policy on 
this subject which will obviate the necessity 
of a division. 

When Commons resumed its sitting tbe 
floor and galleries wero crowded aud pre. 
sen ted a very stirring scene. Charles Brad- 
laugh sat on one of the cross benches under 
the Leers’ gallery. 

Loud cheers greeted Gladstone on his ar¬ 
rival. He gave notice that a franchise bill 
for the United Kingdom would be intro¬ 
duced Friday if possible. 

John Barry, Home Rule, gave notice that 
be would introduce a bill amending the Laud 
Act. 

A. Stavely Hill, Conservative, intends to 
rnovo that the colonios bo represented in 
Parliament and have a responsible Govern¬ 
ment. 


FRANCE. 

CITIZEN DCMAY EXPLAINS THE DIFFERENCE 

BLI WEEN FRENCH AND AMERICAN ME¬ 
CHANIC.-*. 

Baris, Feb. 5.—Citizen Dutuay, recently 
in America, at a meeting of mechanics yes¬ 
terday. said the American workmen were 
better paid, but not better off than the 
French artisans, Freuch machine work was 
better than tbe American for the reason that 
it was not so rapid, Frenchmen were freer 
to com-'and go from shop to shop than the 
Americans. It is not unusual for American 
shops to forbid tho employment of trade* 
unionists, aud it is a violation of personal 
liberty. 

Bishop Freppel, member of the Chamber 
of Deputies, exhorts the clergy to preserve 
an attitude of neutrality in political matters. 
He advises the laymen to serve the cause of 
the Comte tie Baris. 

At a meeting of the directors of the Suez 
Cnnal Company to-day the letter of the Brit¬ 
ish Government approving the convention 
betw een DcLesseps and the British ship-own¬ 
ers was ftead and created an excellent im¬ 
pression. It was decided to call a meeting of 
the stockholder!* in March to discuss and rat¬ 
ify the agreement. 


GERMANY. 

THE CONSERVATIVE PRESS VIOLENTLY AT¬ 
TACKING THE MEMORY OF HERR LASKER. 

Berlin, Feb. 5.— Tbe Conservative papers 
make violent attacks upon tho memory of 
Herr Lasker. The Not'd Deutsche Zeitung 
defends the absence of tho Ministry from hi* 
funeral, aud declares it is no more proof of 
the degeneracy of political morals, as 
charged by tbe Liberals, than would be the 
refusal of the English Cabinet to attend tho 
funeral of Mr. Bradlaugh. 

Tho editor of a newspaper at Posen lias 
been sentenced to two years' imprison men; 
for publishing an address congratulating 
Cardinal Loduchowski on his birthday. 

Tho remains of Lieut. DeLong and com¬ 
rades, of tbe Jeannette, will be taken to 
America to-morrow* t>y the steamer Frisia, 
escorted by Naval Officers G. B. Harbor nn l 
W. H. Bcnuetze. The funeral services held 
to-day at Hamburg were attended by the 
Hamburg Geographical Society and Burgo¬ 
master Peterson, representing the city 
Senate. 

A pamphlet has been issued hero, entitle 1 
“Bismarck and Twelve Years of His 
Policy—1871 to 1883.” It is written with 
an air off inspiration, and declares persistant 
intrigue on tho part of Bismarck to induce 
France to enter the Austro-German alliance 
against England and Russia. Bismarck, ac 
curding to tho pamphlet, first approached 
Count Do Sail Yeiler, then French Embassa¬ 
dor at Berlin, but made no allusion to the 
restoration to France of AUace-Loraine. 
The French Etnixossador communicated with 
bis Government, which repulsed the Prince’s 
overture. Tbo pamphlet is discredited by 
officials here. 


GREAT BRIT ATS. 

A MEETING OF COTTON BROKERS AND SPIN¬ 
NERS SEEKING MEANS TO CHCCK UNDUE 

SPECULATION IN COTTON FUTURES. 

London, Feb. 5.— The Liverpool cotton 
brokers and Lancashire spinners are holding 
a conference for the purpose of adopting rules 
to check undue speculation in cotton futures. 

America has purchased the Dundee whaler 
Thetis, to be used for tbe relief of the Gree- 
ly expedition. The Thetis te 800 tuns bur¬ 
den, and the strongest and stanchest of the 
Dundee* w*haling fleet. 

A number of Irish convicts, including the 
imprisoned Invincible*, will bo removed 
from the English prisons by a ruan-of-war. 
Their destination is a secret. 

1 icnniark lias increased the stringency of 
tbe Inspection of cattle exported to England. 

Clemenceau, the French Radical Deputy, 
is coming to England to study the English 
poor laws and co-operative systems. 

AUSTRIA. 

THE EFFECT OF THE BOW CREATED BY THE 
ANARCHIST:*. 

Vienna, Feb. 5.—In the lower house of 
the Reichsratb tbe Minister explained that 
additional legislative measures were neces¬ 
sary, owing to the proceedings of tho 
anarchists, the murder of officials, and spread 
among workingmen of seditious writing. 
The ground is mined far aud wide, and there 
was reason for grave disquietude regarding 
other parts of the country, but tho Govern¬ 
ment confine*! its action to Vienna, where 
there was special danger, as shown by the 
recent murder.-*. Tho House, with three 
dissenting voices, voted the appointment of 
a committee to consider the action of the 
Government. An amendment proposed by 
the opposition was rejected. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

The Belgian Chamber of Deputies has 
rejected, 88 to 41, the motion to reduce tho 
salaries of the superior Catholic clergy. 

The inquiry in Hie Nihilist intrigues 
in the Imperial Marino Institute, Warsaw, 
Russia, resulted in tho dismissal of the di¬ 
rectress, the widow of tho Councilor of 
State. 

A Berlin dispatch reports that advices 
have been received from Madrid to tho effect 
that, dangerous symptoms of disloyalty are 
manifesting themselves in the Spanish army 
aud another revolt is feared. 

A Rome dispatch ftays: The Pope con¬ 
voked the Cardinals to-day to make provis¬ 
ions for the interests of foreign missionaries, 
owing to the threatened conversion of tbe 
property of tbe Propaganda Fide by tbe 
Italian courts into Reutcs. Tho Court of 
Cassation bas already decided that thL must 
be done. 


Murdered for 87,000.

WENDELL PHILLIPS* ORATORY. 


Ills Flr»t Speech or Powerful aud Elegant 
Periods. 

(Srtn York Herald .1 

In tbe venr 1337 tbe Rev E. P. Lovejoy, 
the editor of a small journal at Alton, III., 
on the Mi*s.t.v»ipi»l nvor, opposite to tho Mi*- 
sonri shore—a man who had advocated the 
abolition of slavery—was attacked by a pro- 
slavery crowd, and, while defending his 
printing proas, was fatally shot. Many ad¬ 
vocates of free speech in Boston, headed by 
tho Rev. Henry William Chaimlng, asked 
for the Usu of Faneuil Hall tor a public 
meeting at which to express their 
di-approbation of the occurrence at 
Alton. Dr. Channing addressed a let¬ 
ter to the citizens calling tbe meeting, but. 
tho request being refused, a number 
of influential gentlemen met at the old court 
room, where mere was a mixed crowd. 
After Dr. Channing had denounced tho 
“murder of Lovejoy,’’ Mr. James T. Aus¬ 
tin, the Attorney General, spoke, comparing 
slaves to a menagerie of w ild beasts, an*i 
the Alton murderers to au “orderly mob” 
which threw the tea overboard in Boston 
harbor iu 1773, declared Lovejoy a presump¬ 
tuous fool, and pronounced Dr. Channing, 
as a clergyman, to be xuurveiou&iy out of 
place. 

HIS FIRST SPEECH. 

It seemed as if the broadcloth aristocracy 
of tbt> Democratic party tn Boston had won 
a great victory by taking possession of an 
anti-slavery meeting, which being refused 
a place in Faneuil Hall, had found 
a more private room and had the decen¬ 
cy to offer freedom of speech. Tne clamor 
of tbe merchauls was loud. Mr. Phillips sat 
quietly among them. He wus then twenty- 
seven years old. an age which to some men 
is an era. He was a stranger. His imuio 
was uot known, but be went upon the stage 
and offered to speak. The excited crowd 
would uot Dear him. Suddenly annul, well- 
known merchant rose and said to the crowd 
that thi* was a voung man who belonged to 
the family of Phillipses. Tbe name was a 
charm. Old, historical, honored and 
provincial, it gave to tho young man the 
compliment of quiet attention. He at once 
began in a modest way to criticise the At¬ 
torney General aud the crowd that had ap¬ 
plauded him. Tbe crowd at once interrupt¬ 
ed him, but he waited and persisted in a 
speech of marvelous force, and pronounced, 
too, in the most powerful and elegant periods 
of our language. 

*‘fc?ir,’’ i-aid he, “when I heard tho crentlo- 
mnn luy down principles which place tho 
murderers of Alum side by side with Otis 
und Hancock, with Quincy and Adam*, 1 
thought thevo pictured lijis (pointing to the 
portraits in the hall) would have broken into 
voice to rebuke tho recreant American—tho 
slanderer of tbe deau. Sir, for the senti¬ 
ments, he has uttered on soil consecrated by 
the prayers of Puritans and blood of patriots, 
the earth should have yawned uud swallowed 
him up.” 

The crowd menaced him, but he would 
not desist, and ue nee lured that he would not 
take bock his words. He sat dow n amid 
groat applause, carrying the resolutions 
which bud beeu offered against the murder¬ 
ers of Lovejoy. Wendell Phillips’ reputa¬ 
tion was made. He left that hail 
the first orator in America. From 
that day he was everywhere sought to 
be board. It was Horace Greeley 
who said that Wendell Phillips made 
m*u thing it was easy to bo an orator. Per¬ 
haps on easier speaker never broke into 
speech. His gesture-* w ere quiot and not 
emphatic. He was always sad and sincere. 
His face was without expression, unless it 
was that of scorn. He cared little for oppo¬ 
sition. His oratory seemed to gather 
strength and fineness from hisses. Applause 
only made him retiring and patient, for be 
set little vafiie on it. Yet even Edmund 
Kean knew no more than he did how to take 
advantage of the mood which applause in an 
audienco aeeompnuicd. There was a losh- 
iou of his, long to be remembered, of taking 
up an audience in tbe enthusiasm of its *p- 
plauso, and by addiug something to his pre¬ 
ceding expression, compel it to indorse 
a principle which it would not 
have indorsed in soberer mo¬ 
ments. Yet his influence wm always 
cairn. He was not a man who would wish 
to excite enthusiasm. Nor did be always 
undettnke to convince men bv logical expo¬ 
sitions. He told radical, intellectual truths 
in a grave, elegant and exquisitely keen 
way. He never stormed—never e.\p<*s- 
tmated. He appealed to tbo justice that.* re¬ 
sides in men’s intelligence, lie was called a 
demagogue, but he was called such only by 
men wuom his chaste and severe intellectu¬ 
ality could uot reach. Never did he appeal 
to prejudice. Once when b« was criticising 
the iSupmue Court unuer Chief Justice Ciut-c 
there \% as an outburst of hisses. He simply 
replied, “Go and examiuo 'em, then”— 
and paused. There was nothing witty in the 
repartee, but the calm positiveness of the 
man led the audience to bo puzzled for a 
moment in trying to “examine ’em,” and it 
burst into cheers. 

ms ORATORY. 

To most young students who believed that 
oratory was lrnpawionate aud loudly graud 
Mr. Phillips was disappointing. To sure, 
they could usually appreciate the mild and 
curele^ sarcasm, but they thought it only 
heralded ttie coming storm. But when he 
sat down at the end of an hour and a half 
tn?y thought he had spoken ouiv five min¬ 
ute*. Hu left his suggestions with hU audi¬ 
ence and “set it thinking.” John Bright, in 
tbe height of his fame, said that Wendell 
Phillips was “the mosl powerful orator who 
speaks the English language.’’ “Wendell 
Phillips,” said a Western Colonel, who 
bad nevor heard him, “is a—nn up¬ 
roarious devil!” “No,” replied a 
.Southern statesman, “lie is an infernal 
machine set to muric.” For stylo of lan¬ 
guage he studied in tho suggestive school of 
model u Hasten. Somehow he and Eraor.-on 
and Hawthorne were always interchanging 
figures of *po*ch. “The bright consummate 
flower” in in Phillips* book, in one of Emer¬ 
son a, and in one of Hawthorne’s. In a way 
Phillips patronized the style of rhetoric 
which is nowadays in the pages of Bagehot 
and Arnold and Moriey. sharpening the 
turgid stylo of the English reviews. He 
never left any dark corners for bunging 
cobwebs on. He studied Bacon’s essays 
and DeTucquev file’s Democracy ami 
whatever from tho pen of new writers 
gave fresh views ou government und 
social life. He was a render, also, of Charles 
Leads, because Reade was always freshening 
things. He was uot slow to appropriate any 
suggestion t »at came to him from other 
sources. Whatever pierced Into his intellect 
he gave out again, as good as he gut it. in a 
style terse and suggestive, leaving much to 
the reader, inspiring an idea of justice rather 
than presenting argument. He very much 
resembled Frederick William Koboiffson, of 
Brighton. Their studies Were alike. Rob¬ 
ertson had the same love for books of biogra¬ 
phy, and, strangely enough, be was devoted 
to theories for training animals, bo, ti>o, 
like Phillips, be studied chemistry as other 
men road novels—for pleasure.

GENERAL MARKET QUOTATIONS.

Ne w York, Feb. 5.—The stock market to¬ 
day was a little more of a puzzle than usual. 
The tendency seemed to be lower figures, but 
there were times when stocks as widely dif¬ 
ferent as Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
and Northern Pacific were very strong, aud 
Reading and Union Pacific weak. Taking 
the day's business there was little change iu 
theactive list. The only advances of import¬ 
ance were in active stoats, like Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy. 2 per cent.; Rock 
Island, I; Delaware and Hudson, 1>£. and 
Omaha preferred dropped aud Louisville 
and Nashville 

The feature at the opening was the weak¬ 
ness of Oregon Transcontinental, wbicn fell 
off 1A£ per cent.; Northern Pacific pre 
lerrod followed. It was said that the Woe- 
rhsbofler party bad made arrangements to 
attack these stocks in the hope of breaking 
tbe market for tbe purpose of coveriug. 
When Pacific preferred touched a low* 
point the bull clique thought they 
haw signs of buying by bears, 
and immoeiately advanced the stock to 
tho highest price of the day. It fell off 
again, but was kept steady at about 48 uu- 
til the late dealings. # 

Tho real reason for weakness in these 
stocks was the news from Washington. A 
number of diipatubes from the Capitol re¬ 
ported that tho House Committee on Public 
Lands would report a resolution making a 
sweeping forfeiture of the Northern Pacific’s 
unearned laud* amounting to 15,000,000 
acres. President Harris refused to talk on 
the subject, but from hut manner it w as 
inferred that he was not worrying over tbe 
action of Congress. He said the time tn talk 
would bo after Congress bad acted aud an 
appeal bod been taken if uecessary to tho 
Supreme Court. It is well known that none 
of the land grant roads hope for auv mercy 
in the House, but Northern Pacific officials, 
who visited Washington lately, expect that 
the questions relating to grants will be care¬ 
fully considered by tho Senate aud decided 
on their merits. 

The unexpected trouble about tbe Oregon 
Navigation mortgage also had some effect on 
tbe ex-Villards, though tho stock which 
ought logically to have been most affected 
sold at so advance of 4^ lor a sinail lot. 
The story of the discovery <>f an additional* 
obligation against the Oregon Transconti¬ 
nental Company was industriously circulated 
with some effect. Figures representing the 
annual charge of that company ou account 
of its lease and operation of the Oregon and 
California road to be $l,OOU,000 per year 
were circulated wiih affect. 

Couuni«t»ioiiur Fmk lo-day fixed the West 
Shore’s percentage in tbs tflink-line pussen- 
ger pool and submitted it to tbe other roads 
in tbe pools. If the report should not suit 
them tne whole mutter will be left to arbi¬ 
tration. Commissioner Fink said, in reference 
to the reported truuk-iine difficulties,that tbe 
pool was never stronger than at present. 
He attributed the irregularities in reference 
to rates which had existed lately to advanced 
charges on freight, aud t>aid Lbere was 
always trouble when an advance was 
ordered. He tbnagul that cutting of rates 
bad been stopped, and ho did uot believe 
that, any trunk lino bad threatened to re¬ 
taliate ou anybody. Tbo meeting of tbe 
Presidents w*ili be held on Thursday, and all 
questions wnl come up before them. Not¬ 
withstanding Mr. Fink’-, denial, shipments 
were made liom New York to St. Louts to¬ 
day at less than half tbo pool rates, and tbo 
fact that nearly* all tbe lines are taking busi¬ 
ness below the pool figures Is well know n to 
shippers. 

The halting character of tbe market was 
discussed r*t the Windsor to-night, it was 
agreed on all slues that Mr. Gould could not 
allow u heavy reaction at this time without 
inviting realization on the part of his friends 
nud destroying the confidence he h ts created 
*n tbe upward movement. It is believed 
that Mr. Gould is somewhat anxious about 
trunk-lino affairs, and it is Mud he bad a 
conference w ith Mr. Vanderbilt as to the 
failure of tbe market, in vrder to dis¬ 
cover if there was any danger from 
that source, and, perhaps, to agree 
on a courte of action. Tbe bulls say to¬ 
night that everything is arranged for an ad¬ 
vance. and that there will be few if any* re¬ 
actions until much higher figures have been 
reached, und when the attention of leading 
hears was called to this story oue remarked 
that the time had come when a reaction was 
necessary*, and that n further immediate ad¬ 
vance would muit iu the bull clique getting 
all tho stocks, _

The situation was like this: If the mar¬ 
ket was %?17 50 for May*, and a trader 
wauted 250 barrels, he found no sellers at 
the market. He got no pork until bo 
had bid $17 55, with comparatively* few 
aud small transactions. The market con¬ 
sequently advanced vigorously, until mess 
pork was selling at $17 70, 27! j in advance 
of the close last night. The feeling was a 
good deal stiffened by some very* large 
trades in Iar»l. Henry Warner was a big 
buyer for the accouul of somebody, taking a 
single block of 8,000 tierces for May at 
$0 85. 

The price of this option, which opened at 
$9 8'ite', advanced under tne influences of 
this kind of trading until it sold at $10. 
Tem-ceot lard was nu accomplished fact. 
Tbe market then weakened off. A.mour be- 
cuiuo n seller of pork, and traders gave up 
the untne of Cudahy & Stevens. 

May pork dropped from $17 70 to 
$17 i7\u\ May lard, fro m $10 to $0 So. 
May ribs, which had sold up to $9 29!-;, 
dropped to $9 15. The feeling became 
weukor and the trading duller.

tbe passengers robbed of $25. The flrst- 
numed coach bad aboard Sergeant Tur- 
bow, of the State Rangers; Sheriff Gerald, 
of San Juan county, New Mexico; Edgar 
Stitson, of Ohhkofth, Win.; Samuel P.

To Europe In Four Day *. 

f Hartford Pott.] 

A Freuch engineer, M. Sebillot, proposes 
td hborieu the lime betweeu inis continent 
uud Europe to four day*, ilia idea is to 
adapt to ocean navigation, on a more acute 
and longer scale, the idea which models tbe 
North river steamers and tue ierryboats of 
tbe Eo$t river. It is ‘that of having virtu¬ 
ally two bulls, a lower and an upper, the 
luwer in tbe center to bo deep, long, nar¬ 
row, and at tne bow's very sharp, reducing 
tbe angle forward by the lino ol tbe bows 
where they cut tbe water with the line of 
the vessel’s motion from oue to firtcen de¬ 
grees, as now, to even three degrees. Tbe 
lower hull will thus preservo a width from 
stem to stern of only a third tbo width of tbe 
upper hull, and the* latter will either be out 
ot w ater, or, when tho vessel is deeply laden, 
will barely rest upon tbe water, tie esti¬ 
mates that a vessel of 12,000 tons an com¬ 
pared witu tbu newest fast steamers, with 
1U,U00-horse power, 1,200 feet immersed 
cross-sectiou, and running 20 knots pci* hour 
in calm water, would show a a|>eeU of 22 
knots and probably 35 knots. It follows 
tuat such a vessel could cross the ocean, 
in calm water, from New York to Europe 
in about four davs.^ This is by no means 
an extravagant supposition, as the tin«*no>s 
of tbe burs is out of comparison with tbo 
u^ual lines iu fa»t steamers, and can bo com¬ 
pared only with thoia of *omo fine race boats 
renowned for their speed, and built either 
shallow and wide or narrow and deep, the 
new type partaking of both those principles 
and carrying them to tbe utmost, if is pos¬ 
sible cxperieuee’fuigbt show that the shape of 
tbe prow w ill cause such a vessel to be much 
less influenced by rough weather than the or¬ 
dinary shape, rhe ocean tl'&vclilig public 
would gladly welcome tbo day when M.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


fSprcfol to the Courier-Journal.) 
Washington. Fob. 5.—Mr. Dorsheimer 
reported from the Judiciary Committee to¬ 
day the International Copyright bill, which, 
a* amended, is tho unaraitnous report of 
that Committee. The bill was placed on tho 
House ^calendar and Mr. Dorsheimer re¬ 
ceived permission to submit hereafter in 
writing the reasons upon which the favor¬ 
able recommendation of the Com¬ 
mittee is based. Some of the 
committee amendments are important, 
and they havo the sanction of both authors 
and publishers, who favor the bill. The sec¬ 
tion which provided that a copyright grant; 
cd to a foreign author, inventor or designer 
should immediately ceaeo and terminate in 
case of his death, has been struck out of the 
bill, thus removing one of tbe most serious 
objections to it. 

The amended bill provides that any citizen 
of a foreign country who shall be the author, 
inventor or designer of any book or dramatic 
or musical composition shall have, upon 
compliance with this act and subject to tbe 
limitation thereof, the sole liberty of print¬ 
ing, repriuting, publishing, completing, 
copying, executing, finishing and vending 
the same, and in ca.se of a dramatic compo¬ 
sition of public performing or representing 
It, or causing it to tie performed or repre¬ 
sented by others, and foreign authors may 
reserve the exclusive right to dramatize or 
to translate their own works. 

Sections two aud three put for¬ 
eign authors on tbe same footing 
with American authors in re¬ 
spect to the period of original copyright, 
Vid tho extension of that period 2N years 
And 14 years respectively. 

Section 4 provides that whenever any for¬ 
eign country shall by its laws or by conven¬ 
tion or treaty, grant to citizen* of the United 
lutes, rights, properties and privileges siini- 
\r end equal to these herein grauted, the 
President of the United Slate* shall make 
public proclamation thereof from aud after 
tbe date from which tbe citizens of ths for¬ 
eign country or countries thereat named 
Shall be outitled to tho benefits of this act. 

Several new sections have been added to 
tbe original bill. 

Section *3 provide* that whenever any for¬ 
eign country shall cease to grant to citizens of 
the United States, tbe right*, properties and 
privileges granted by this act to toreigtt au 
tbors, the privilege* of this act shall cease as 
to the citizens of that country. 

Section 7 provides that, tin* act shall not 
apply to any book or dramatic or musical 
composition which shall have been pub¬ 
lished publicity or performed in the United 
States before the author, designer, etc., 
shall have become entitled to the benefits of 
this act. Another new section provides that 
the act shall not apply to any book, dramatic 
or musical composition which shall have been 
published or performed in any foreign couu 
try one year before application is made for 
the American copyright. 

Section D provides that the United States 
statute, so far os applicable, shall govern 
proceedings under thi.i act. 

THE PLECRO- PNEUMO SI A 

BILL JR TAKEX mOB THK CALENDAR FOR 

THE PURPOSE OF DISCUSSION. 

(Special to the Courier-Journal.) 
Washington, Feb. 5.—The House bill 
known as the pleuro-pneumoniu bill, report¬ 
ed from the Committee on Agriculture by 
the Chairman, Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, in 
January, was Uken from the calendar this 
afternoon, and at tbe hour of adjournment 
was still under discussion. This is sub¬ 
stantially tbe same bill before Congress 
at former sessions, with none of the objec¬ 
tionable features eliminated, and it probably 
reaches the ultima thuto of that character of 
legislation which subordinates all constitu 
rional barriers, overleaps all State and 
Federal relations a* defined by the 
arganio law, conferring legislative 
authority upon the executive branches 
of the Government, and virtually 
proposes to create an unrestricted Federal 
machine under the name of a Bureau of 
Animal Industry. All of this is to be done 
on the Jesuitical ground that the end justifies 
tbe means, because the accomplished fact 
driven at would do good. 

8ection one creates the bureau. 

Section 3 authorizes the Comraisfioner to 
make suchi rules aud regulations as he sees 
proper for the suppression and extirpation of 
the diseases contemplated by tbe bill, and 
Authorizes him to certify his rulos and regu¬ 
lations to the State Executives, aud If they 
agree to unite then they are required to put 
up and foot one-half of tho amount said Com¬ 
missioner deems necessary to investigate, 
slaughter the condemned cattle, pay full 
valuation for them, and disinfection after 
their destruction. 

6ection 4 authorizes said Commissioner 
(In the event the State authorities do not 
Agree to do as he demands), to notify tbe 
President of the United States, who is au 
thon zed to declare in quarantine any State 
or Territory or part of same. 

The penal clause for violationjof tho act 
U a fin* of from $100 to $5,000 and impris¬ 
onment for one year, or both. 

Section 11 appropriates the sura of $250.. 
000 for immediate use, and this is but the 
entrance of the “thin edge of the wedge,” 
for the next section discloses the glut which 
is to open wide the money bags, 
a Ad provides for a report at tbe begin¬ 
ning of every session of all expenditures 
to be in time for the appropriation bills. If 
the Government ii to pay for ull sick cattle, 
they will of course not discriminate, and 
must foot the bill for all other stock, and be 
made even the victim of any private business 
calamity. 

The bureau with its horde of Federal at¬ 
taches would be a generous gift to the i’resi 
dent with his present small force. 

SOUTH CAROLINA'S GUANO. 

AN AMUSING DERATE THAT AROSE OVER THE 
DlSCUflllON OF THE LAWS RELATING TO 
GUANO ISLAND. 

[.Special to the Courier-Journal.) 
Washington, Feb. 6.—A spicy debate 
occurred in tbe Senate to-day on tho subject 
of guano. It arose on Mr. Sherman's bill to 
further suspend tbe operation cf the laws re¬ 
lating to Guano I-land 
Mr. Hberman contended that the require¬ 
ments of commerce demanded this suspon 
don. 

Mr. Saulsbnrr spqke vigorously agninst 
the biU, and argued that it was a blow at the 
agricultural interests. 

Mr. Ransom, in speaking in fa¬ 
vor of the measure, incidentally 
deferred to the rock phosphates 
>f South Carolina as of great value to tho 
forming and planting interests of the coun 
try. 

It was Mr. Conger, however, mho spiced 
the discussion with one of his slap-dash char¬ 
acteristic harangues. He saw m the bill 
savage blow at tho agricultural interests. It 
was wrong in principle and fraught with 


mischief. It was neither more nor lees than a 
covert attempt to protect the phosphate 
deposits of South Carolina. If tbe Senator* 
from that State wanted protection why did 
not they come out squarely and say so? It 
was unmanly to go into remote seas to at 
tain their object by striking at tho Guano 
Islands. 

An amusing cross-fire of words occurred be¬ 
tween the Michigan Senator and Mr. Butler. 
The former had declared th ?re was guano 
in South Carolina. Mr. Butler assured him 
there were no guano deposits in that State. 

“Tbe gentleman," said Conger, “says 
there is no guano used in South Carolina. 
Whv. everybody knows that is not so." 

“I beg the Senator’s pardon," said But¬ 
ler; “I said there are no guano deposits." 

“He says now," *aid Conger, aniid roars 
of laughter, “there are no guano islands in 
the State. Why, everybody knows that." 

It was vain for Butler to attempt an expla¬ 
nation. Conger jumped around the ques¬ 
tion iu a lively manner, affording uproar¬ 
ious fun both for the crowd in the galleries 
and the grave and reverend seignors on tho 
floor. It was the first real fuunv scene of thu 
season. But Conger’s rash and somewhat 
ridiculous opposition availed nothing. The 
bill parsed by 134 yeas to 4 nays. Those vot¬ 
ing in the negative were: Conger, Mitchell, 
Saulsbury and Vance.

IN FAVOR OF AN APPROPRIATION TO IX- 
( BED $10,000,000. 

Washington, Feb. 5.—The limit of the 
appropriation for river and barlx»r* the 
next fiscal year was informally dMCQnsd to¬ 
day by the Houso committee having in 
charge those subjects. While no decision 
was reached, a majority of the committee 
seemed to favor an appropriation of not 
more than$10,000,000, and expressed them¬ 
selves disposed, if possible, to confine It with¬ 
in $0,000,000. The estimates of the en¬ 
gineers and officials having in charge the 
improvement* of rivers and harbors amount 
to about $35,000,000. The members of the 
committee thought it impossible to secure 
the passage of so large an appropriation bill, 
and cited the failure of tbe bill in the last 
Congro**, which appropriated only about 
$8,000,000. Tho plan which the committee 
proposes to follow is to recommend on tbe 
average about out*-fourth of tbe estimate by 
the engineers where the improvements are 
in progress. In some cases, %vberetbe work 
is of great public importance, the appropria¬ 
tions will be as near tho estimate* as the 
committee can make them. Home improve¬ 
ments of an entirely local nature will not bo 
considered. The- ledecided to bold

PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

MR. BECK’S BILL TO REPEAL CERTAIN ANNUAL 
APPROPRIATIONS. 

Washington, Feb. 5.—The bill introduced 
by Senator Beck to repeal certain permanent 
annual appropriation* tw ice passed the Sen¬ 
ate iu former Congresses, but failed in the 
Honso. it was approved l»y Secretary Sher¬ 
man. Among the permanent appropriations 
which will re]>ealcd is one of $5,500,000 
for the collection of customs. Tbe pass¬ 
age of the bill now is said to be 
additionally important by reason of tbo fact 
that the Secretary of tho Treasury has 
recommended tbe consolidation of tbe cus¬ 
toms districts, and this recommendation can 
not be acted upon advisedly while tbe minimi 
appropriations remain at the old figures. 
The bill practically repeal* nil permanent or 
indefinite appropriations except thu sinking 
fund, tho payment of tbe principal and in¬ 
terest of toe national debt, the expenses of 
the Marine Hospital ncrvico and Smithsonian 
Institution, refunding tax-, and custom* 
dues illegally collected, and the pavment of 
interest on the various cla* ** of obligations 
guaranteed by tbe Government.

receiver. Tbe present postal rate ou all third- 
class matter Is too hlgk and out of proportion to 
the rnt a of other turn matter. At the minimum 
it is eight cents a pouid, and by charging double 
rates for fiactions twelve and fifteen cents per 
pound is exac.cd, which Is more than 
the publisher* obLtlu for their Issue*. The mere

[SPrrtfaf fo the Courier-Journal .1 
New York, Feb. 5.—From private ad¬ 
vices it is learned here that a suit likely to 
develop points of interest will bo filed to¬ 
morrow at Washington against Frederick 
Doug lass. It grows out of tbo recent mar¬ 
riage with Mias Pitts, aud tbe consequent 
change in bis former domestic relations. 
The points in the case are represented to be 
as follows: 

Some years ago a man by the name 
of Spraguo married a daughter of 
Mr. Douglass. Sprague had a sister 
living iu tbe YYest.an intelligent mulatto girl 
who w a* supporting herself m a iieatiistress. 
About the time of the marriage tbe former 
wife of Mr. Douglass was iu suc'u poor health 
that he thought it best to reliuve her tut much 
as possible from household cares, and he sug¬ 
gested to his new son-in-law the idea of hav¬ 
ing Miss Sprague come to Washington and 
take practical charge of his housekeeping ar- 
angements. C’orre»|Kiudence was entered into 
and the young woman expressed a willing¬ 
ness to undertake tho duty if tbo considera¬ 
tion was made large enough to justify her 
in leaving tier business in the Weal. Tho 
proposition made by Mr. Douglass, and said 
uow to be in the young lady's pohsesMon in 
black and white, was a salary of $25 a mouth 
and "found." 

This being satisfactory, the contract wns 
closed, and AIiss Sprague came on to 
Washington. This wns twelve years* ago. 
During all that time the complaint 
will stato tbe plaintiff complied with the 
terms of tho contract by giving her undi vtded 
nitention to the Douglo** household, perform¬ 
ing a grout deal of tueuial service never con- 
templatud. For all thi* period the ulaim 
wifi further allege the piuiuriff. instead of re¬ 
ceiving the stipulated i-alarv of $25 a month, 
oblaiued on an average about $4U u year on 
which to dress bersulf. and that even this 
paltry sum was wruug.with great difficulty 
from tbe defendant. Judgment in full for 
salury a* housekeeper for the altove term of 
years, aggregating nearly 000, is tho bur¬ 
den of the suit. 

This action has been hastened by the mar¬ 
riage of Douglas*. The evidence, it is under¬ 
stood, w ill show that when he brought his 
white wife home nnd introduced her, he 
met with rather a cold and stormy reception, 
which he met by serving notice that he was 
master, and all who were not pleased couid 
go. Tho pintntttF, whose occupation wit* 
gon© in the advent of a new wife, wa« 
promptly dismissed, and without toe usual 
(lavtuettt of Halary. 

The plaintiff will be represented by Judge 
T. J. Mackey, the spirited South Carolina 
lawyer now practicing iu Washington, and 
one of the leading Republicans of his State. 
He will lie remembered as the man who in 
1876 took the stump iu that State for Hayes 
on the national ticket aud Hampton for Gov¬ 
ernor on local issues. 

A gentleman who has heard the Judge 
speak of the coiiiiug suit says it will dcvebip 
a number of breezy peculiariUc* about 
the social and ' domestic life of 
the colored Moses. Judge Mackey 
will emphasize the plaintiff's claims by draw¬ 
ing a sharp contrast between thu lofty politi¬ 
cal utterances of Douglass aud bis'private 
practices. He wiU show Uow the underlying 
principle of slavery, namely, the denial of 
the right of compensation for labor, ba» bet a 
revived by a great anti-slavery loader, and 
against one of his own race. A* Col. Bob 
luger*oll i* likely to be enguged for the de- 
fettle, the public may safely count on some 
spirited lugnl cross-fire, for Judge Mackey is 
not alraid of edge tools and isremnrkabv ex¬ 
pert in their use. Fred. Douglass is reported 
to be worth at least $200,000. 


“J UNO JACK" OF THEGRAIN BOARD. 

A MIG SL IT ENDED BY DISMISS \L—REMI¬ 
NISCENCE OF A MAN WHO MANIPULATED 

OOME BIG CORNERS. 

'Sureini in the Courier-Journal.) 

New York, Feb. 5.—The suit brought 
several year* ago by F. J. Kent & Co., of 
Chicago, against W. N. Sturgis, then of 
Chicago, but now* of this city, was dismhsed 
to-day. tbe compiamauU failing to appear 
In tbe suit Kouy charged Sturgis with re¬ 
moving from his (Sturgis') elevator In Keo¬ 
kuk 100,000 bushols of corn, elevator re¬ 
ceipts ^for which had been issued and money 
loaned on them by' the plaintiffs. 

This suit recalls the history of 
Sturgis, who several years ago was 
the most prominent gram operator in 
Chicago. He was a bold speculator. His 
transactions were enormous. Fo»-os$.m of a 
large fortune, ho engineered several cele¬ 
brated "comers" on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. l!i* movements wore watched with 
engeroyes bv rival operators. His opera 
tions were sa darin^that they noarly always 
unused a sensation in sjiecuiattvo cir¬ 
cles all over the country. In Chicago 
he wns nicknamed "Kmc Jack," and the 
name was soon us«»d to indicate him wher¬ 
ever grain was sold on margins. During one 
of his d. a!s it is ruiatud he advanced the 
price* 40 cents by getliug control of all the 
available corn. He even shipped 0.000.- 
000 ur 7,000,000 bushels to England 
aud add it tuere at 25 cents 
under the market price in order to 
get tho stuff out of the country. About 
four ytMirs ago the collapse of one of ids 
deal* stripped him of his fortune nnd in 
volved him in litigation, which bo> continued 
ever since. Mr. Sturgis then came to New 
York, and at present is a clerk in a cotmnis 
ston house on Wnll and New’ streets, for 
w hich lie conduct* a large share of their 
grain biuines*.

KILLED HT RODDERS. 

Jndjtu Ifunry C'ooprr, Ki-i uitrd Mali** Krnator 
from TrniiP«rr, Murdered ily Bandit* In 

Mexico. 

Nashville, Tenn., Fob. 5.—A special to 
the American from CnHuotn, Chihuahua, 
Mexico, says Judge Henry Cooper, formerly 
United Stab* Bunator from thi* .State, was 
kiilod by robber* near that city yesterday. 
No furtuer particulars are gtveu. Ho was 
manager of tbe famous Folk silver mine, and 
left here in November with $20,000 iu United 
States exchango to pay off the dobt* of the 
concern and start the mill. Soon after bis 
arrival in Mexico bo wrote hack that bo bad 
struck very rich ore, many pockets running 
thousands of dollar* per ton, aud would start 
the mill as soon as supplies were received 
from Culiaoan. He was on hi* way” there 
for that purpose when killed. Tbe mine is 
high up in the Sierra Madre mountain-, and 
the country between there and Culiacan is 
infested with robber*.

Washington, Feb. 5.—Tbe Mississippi 
River Convention ns*etnbled this afternoon 
at Lincoln Hall. The auditorium tvasdivid 
ed into sections by’ States as follows: Wis¬ 
consin, Colorado. Arkansas. Illinois, Mis¬ 
souri, Minnesota.* Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Indiana, Nebraska, 
Iow a and West Virginia. Back of the stage 
was stretched a large piece of canvas bear¬ 
ing a record of tho nmuunt of tonnage car 
ried by the Mississippi steamers, followed by 
tbo words, "if you tell this to Congress be 
sure to add that with nn improved channel 
this record of work will be increased 40 per 
cent, without increase of expense. This 
mean* a benefit to the producer." 

About 500 delegates were present when 
the Chairman of the Executive Committee, 

B. Wood, of New Orleans, called the con 
volition to order. II© said that it was no 
economic question of casual importance that 
is now before the convention. They repre 
seated a great population, au enormous area 
of country. They came not to command, 
hut to urge, as business men, tho conclusion* 
of the people, nnT he believed the conclusions 
would bo respoctfally entertained. 

Secretary G. L. Wright thou read the call 
for the convention. 

Gov. W. D. Washburne, of Minnesota, 
was elected Temporary Chairman and es¬ 
corted to the stage by Gov. Stantmrd, of 
Missouri, and Jud^e Billing*, of Louisiana. 
He thanked the conrentton for the honor be¬ 
stowed, and delivered an address setting 
forth the desirability and importance of tho 
improvement of the Mitfetaippi river. He 
declared that lit no manner had the provi¬ 
dent cure of th« Creator for an ideal republic 
Ih*uh *o iliani feat ly shown a* in the location 
of the Mississippi river. The great empire 
of tbe West dmw demanded tbe full improve* 
inenta of that river, so as not only to float 
the commerce of the country, but to remain 
a bond of good-will and fellowship between 
tbe sections. 

A resolution was adopted providing for the 
ppoiutment of committees on Credential*, 
Rule* and Permanent Organization. Each 
State will bo represented on the committees. 

Commissioner West, of the District of 
Columbia, welcomed tho delegates in a brief 
address. He said this convention sto-Ki pre¬ 
eminent in importance among the conven¬ 
tions held here. It concerned the welfare 
of the whole people. .Strike from tbe map 
the Mississippi river or obstruct its fluw 
and decay and deterioration would rapidly 
spread itself throughout tho life of tbe 
country. 

Thu convention selected its committees and 
took a recess. 

When the convention reassembled a reso¬ 
lution was adopted extending th>* privileges 
of the convention to member* of the Ohio- 
river Comini**ton, now in tbe city. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza¬ 
tion pre-^ented the following names of officers, 
who were tinanimou!.ly elected: President, 
E. O. Stautiard. Ft. Louis; Vice Presidents,

Mr. Stannard addressed the convention. 
He said the delegate* were neither Repub¬ 
licans nor Democrats, but both when the 
objects of this convention were in view. 
Tlioy wore not here to button-hole Congress¬ 
men, but to y express sentiment in favor of 
cheap transportation and »ee that these great 
national water-ways were made mean* of 
transportation for the product* of the 
country. He believed tbo East was inter¬ 
ested in this matter equally w ith tlie West, 
for were not cheap freight* as im}K>rtant to 
tbe consumer iu> tho producer? If this 
country repeated its history end 
doubled its population in the next 
50 years, we would have 110.000,000 
people. How could thoir freight be 
Handled! Suppew* tbe railroad* were quad¬ 
rupled, what ^uaunntoe was there that they 
would not pool ibuir receipts nnd maintain 
tbe present prices. The umintennuco and 
Improvement of water way* of tiiu country 
were the only checks upon the railroads. If 
New York 8tato had *j*ent over $7,000,000 
on her cannU, was it not proper that this 
great Nation should spuud what was neces¬ 
sary for tho improvement of the Mississippi, 
improvement* that would benefit directlv 
500,000 people, .since the creation of the 
Mississippi River Commission Congress had 
placed at its di*i*osal about $0,000,000.

WuUe be would not recommend 
appropriations for rivers not now naviga¬ 
ble, and that never could be mule naviga¬ 
ble lie eame-tly hoped to see the day when 
tho Government would ho improve the vast 
water-wavs of thu West that they would he 
navigable from the gulf to tho iakiMi and sea¬ 
board.

The convention received with applause the 
resolution* favoring the continuance of the 
improvements of the Mississippi river now 
in progress under the direction of the Sec¬ 
retary of War.

IN A GOOD CAl’SK. 

Ctltsens of MimrhuMiu Meet to Arrange for 
a War no thu Liquor T raffic. 

Boston, Feb. 5.—Six hundred persons, of 
both sexes, from all parts of the State, met 
in Tramont Temple to-day in answer to a 
call from the committee having in charge 
the movement looking to the prohibition of 
the alcoholic driuk traffic by constitutional 
amendment. Dr. Daniel Dorchester said 
the platform upon which tbe committee 
works and proposes to work has one distinct 
issue—constitutional prohibition to be into 
the constitution of MassacbusetU for¬ 
bidding tbe manufacture and sale 
of alcoholic liquors for the pur 
pose of beverages. Dr. Dorchester spoke 
of the strength of tbe movement among the 
Catholics and their promised co-o|«©rmtion 
with the committee, making it a general 
movement of all creed*, tbe objective point 
being to suppress the liquor saloou*. 

A plan or action was reported to the effect 
that if the prayer of tbe Prohibitionist* is not 
granted by the present Legislature, then in 
1885 a campaign will be inaugurated to 
secure as large a petition as possible, and 
then the proposed amendment shall come 
directly before the people for their vote. 
The home shall be protected against the en¬ 
croachment* of the liquor traffic. A con- 
tingent fund of $100,000 will bo raised for 
the purpose of carrying out the prohibition 
policy. 

THE FRCIT CROP. 

Condition of the Tropin the Mlulatlppl Talley. 

St. Louis, Feb. 5.—The Pott - Dispatch 
published this afternoon exhaustive report* 
of tbe condition of the fruit crop in tbe Mis¬ 
sissippi valley, which it summarizes as fol¬ 
lows: 

Illinois—Tbe peach crop is ontirely killed; 
cborries badly injured; blackberries and 
black raspberries killed to tbe snow line; 
pears touched to some extent, but red rasp¬ 
berries, strawberries, apples and othor fruit* 
in good condition. 

Kentucky—The peach crop severely blight¬ 
ed. 

Mississippi—'Tho fruit buds all right, but 
fear* felt of wet frost* in tho spring. 

Tbo prospect* iu Louisiana are better than 
they have been for six years. 

Tho winter in Alabama was so revere as 
to almost completely rum the fruit crop, and 
gardeners bavo turned their attention to cul¬ 
tivating vegetables. 

Iu Texas tbe peach and other fruit buds 
are in splendid condition, only, a* In Mistds- 
rippi. tears are felt of frosts in tbe spring. 

Arkansas—Only part of tbe peach crop has 
been injured. Strawberries prom*** splen¬ 
didly. and other fruits are in good condition, 
wilu the exception of grapes.

The Corn feituaiioa.

The com matket in Chicago has come to a ha't, 
just about the time that the general public is be¬ 
ginning to understand the condition of the crop. 
The fact that the yield of 1883 was a miserably 
pour one in quality, and much deficient in quan¬ 
tity, wiu real zed. by a few several weeks ago. 
and they operated on their knowledge of the 
situation, giving rl«*e to the speculative excite¬ 
ment in ute market, which »ai followed by a 
reaction In price* and present duilnev*. The facts 
were heavily discounted, and the relapse «as ull 
the rn«.r* severe as the one favored State—Kansas 
-embraced the opportunity to p^ur out her sup¬ 
plies upon thv r"»i «»f the world in-trad 01 board- 
ing th%-in f«>r po»*ioly higher price*. 

The result was a largely increased crop move¬ 
ment. We have received to thiacity within the 
last three months 28,200 car-loads, against 26.- 
8:»2 fur the corresponding time twelve months 
previously, though that perfinl included o Jan¬ 
uary comer wh.ch brought corn here from afar 
in the South n« n«!l a, tlie S-mthwovt. The sup- 
p y. this v.'luter har> oeen so free as to caus- a 
considerable accumulation in our atorehouses in 
■pile of nn unprecedrtued demand on Kansas by 
tba country west of this city. Kaosos corn has 


been distributed in lar*re volume over Iowa, 
Northern Illinois and Wisconsin, a* well as scat¬ 
ter'd liberally over th~ state* furt’.er K**t. 
tome of which have usually a moderate surp’. ih 
atter ftujqilytug the requirement* of domotiiit- 
('onsumpuon. Jt 1* claimed that the Kansas «ur- 
plus i* far from brine exhausted yet; and it 
*.«til be well for tho rest of the world If thi* 
thi* prove to Ko the c»;*e. Very few 
car loid* of tho speculative grades have 
been received in I’hlcago from anv other source 
><n the lam crop, r.tnl it doe* not now wm possi¬ 
ble that the enso will be different next summer. 
Indeed, in vary many sections the people nave* 
marketed or fed their corn a* rapldlv as possible, 
because they feared that it would not keep 
through t».e fli>t few day* of warm inoist weath¬ 
er. A great deal of it ioumI under the thaw of 
a few days a:-o. so that cattle were disordered by 
eating it, nml the owner* were afraid to feed it 

to their swine. The quantity nut up In cribs for 

shipment next summer is smaller than UMtiaL 
which is partly owing to the foar that it would 
not keep if massed in hulk. Some jiersons who 
ha 1 advanced money for cribbing corn have re- 
celled their loan* witnlu tbe past few days, not 
caring to run the risk of condition. 

It is claimed tnat tier* will be enough com to 
la*t throuyn till the lime for cathcring anetUrr 
crop, and that a great deal will b« eaved by the 
introduction of dralu-lllr* into the crib*, which 
ha* been *xten*tvely reported to thi* winter. But 
the fact remains that br for ihsrgroaUBt par* of 
the corn yet unmarketed is in that precarious 
mate which warrants the utmost clreumapp'd!on 
in handling, if not grove fear* for the result 
The trade in < hlcago will be fortunate if it es¬ 
cape* tbe infliction of ‘’hot corn*’ next spring 
and summer. _

Exchange. 

The Produce Committee of the Board of 
Trade, with other members of the produce 
busiuess, held a meeting yesterday after 
noon.

Kahlert. were recommended to the Board of 
Directors for the ap]*oiutments.

TWO FREIGHT AGENTS, 

AND WHY THEY DECLINE UNDER ALL CIR¬ 
CUMSTANCES TO OFFER A REBATE 
Railroad men are not exempt from the ills 
and accidents from which other classes of 
business men suffer, and among their little 
annoyances is the one of sometimes having 
their letters received and opened by the 
wrong party through mLtake. Two promi¬ 
nent freight men in this city, who represent 
rival lines, have been particularly unfortu¬ 
nate in this respect, owing to a stnking simi¬ 
larity in their names—Johnson and Jonson, 
for instance. Only a short time since one of 
these little “typographical errors” occurred, 
which, but for an unforeseen circumstance, 
might hnve resulted disastrously to one of 
the parlies. Johnson, iu looking over his 
mail, had opened a letter belonging to Jon- 
son before be discovered his mistake. The 
letter xvas from a prominent firm in this city 
who do considerable shipping to points on 
tho two roads, and asked for a promised re¬ 
bate ou a large shipmeut that had recently 
been made. 

Now these two agents bad solemnly and 
sacredly pledged their honor, as rival rail¬ 
roads always pledge, to graut no more re¬ 
bates under any circumstances, not even if 
the shipment amounted to 100 cars of pork. 
So of course Johnson howled. “Confound 
him!” said he. ”1 could have got that ship¬ 
ment myself /or a tive-cent rebate, bad I 
known ho would play me false ou tho agree¬ 
ment. I’ll make him suffer for it, though, if 
1 have to carry freight for nothing and give 
a map too boot.” And Johnson grabbed bis 
hat and started out to confront his rival with 
the evidence of his perfidy. 

In the meantime Jonsou had received his 
mail and opened it, and, strange as it may 
seem, one o t the letters was addressed to 
Johnson, but ho did not discover it until the 
content* had been noted. It just happened 
that this letter was from the same firm aud 
asked rhe same promised rebate as the one 
received bv Johnson. “Well, this benU 
me,” said Jon»on. “That man is a member 
of the church aud a leading light in the Sun¬ 
day -school. But 1 might have known be 
couldn’t keep his promise if ho saw a dollar 
m sight. He shall kuow that I am onto bun, 
however, aud I’ll make him ashamed of 
hiruself.” And Jonson snatchol up his hat 
nnd started to hunt up his weak rival and de¬ 
mand au explanation. 

The agents met midway between their re¬ 
spective offices. After glaring at each other 
for fully a minute, they slowly reaohod iuto 
their pockei* and drew’ lorth the fatal docu¬ 
ments. “Tuts is the wuy you keep an agree¬ 
ment,” said Johnson, hauding over the 
letter. “This is how you break an agree¬ 
ment,” said Jonson, handing over his guilt- 
clincher. 

Mutual embarrawment and mutual ex¬ 
planation followed. Johnson acknowledged 
that he was a backslider, while Jousou ad¬ 
mitted that he had been guilty “just that 
once.” '1 he agreement wax renewed over a 
bottle of Billy ft best, and the two roads are 
new considered decidedly stingy by the 
Hbipfjer who had formerly found no trouble 
in getting a cut.

A UTTLE TOO FAST

The statement which was published re¬ 
cently in one of the dally papers to the effect 
that the time of trains between this city and 
New York would be reduced to 3‘J hours, is 
all bosh; the actual running time of trains 
would not be less than 45 miles an hour. 
The Piedmont Air-liue is now making the 
tune in 57 hour* from this city to New York, 
and about the same from Now York to this 
city. The New Orleans and Northeastern, 
which has the shortest route to Now York, 
proposes, when the road i* in proper shape, 
to muico tb* run in 53 hours.

THE PULLHAX SHOP AT PHILADELPHIA.

He states that the businees* of ail 
the roads running their cars is *»• heavy that 
the cars, many of which are badly in need of 
repair, can not be spared.

The Assistant Superintendent further stated 
that the Pullman Palace Car Company build 
and own all the enr* bearing their namo, but 
recently contract* have been made with rail 
road companies by whkffi the car* are run in 
partnership, the car company retaining the 
ownership of the cars. Ho add* that tne 
contract between tbo Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company and the Pullman Palace Car Com¬ 
pany does not axpire until some time in 
January, 1885.

BALLET GIRLS. 


A Talk IFifA the I lounger of the • Tahna 
lroupe About the Hiring of Girls 
for ihe Corps de Ballet. 


8CENE8 AND INCIDENTS. 


The habits of the ballot girls is a never- 
ending subject of speculation to tho people 
before tbe foot-lights. As a pretty girl 
with a pretty figure sweep*: aero** the stage 
on the tip of her toes, every motion full of 
grace, one feels a strong curiosit y to know 
who she is, and what she is, and where she 
came from, and all about her. The train¬ 
ing of tbe girls has been written about to 
much that it has become almost ns common 
as that first subject of tho fresh young re¬ 
porter’s vigorous pen, “tho opium habit.” 
But interest still clings about the habits of 
tbe girls and their origin. A Courier- 
Journal reporter had a long and interest¬ 
ing talk with Mr. Fiank Carlo* Griffith, 
business manager of “Jaima” last night, and 
learned * some curious thing* about ballet 
daucors. 

“They aro an amiable set of girls, as a 
rule,” said Mr. Griffith; “much better-na- 
tured than singer*. Most of them are Ital¬ 
ians; some are English. Occasionally you 
find them married, but they always leave 
their husbands in the old country. They 
are paid from $50 to $150 a week and their 
traveling expense*. Their morality is about 
as good as that of most women on tho stage, 
not any better and not any worse. You 
will find good and bad women among 
them.” 

“Do you have much trouble in getting 
local danoeni” 

“Not a great deal. It depends, though, 
upon where we go. In the South it is harder 
to get women to go upon the stage than it is 
in the North aud Ku»t. W'o always adver¬ 
tise for twice as many women as we warft. 
Very frequently well-connected girls, who 
have limbo and forms of which they 
are proud, come to ns. and are willing to 
go ou tho stago for nothing. It is a frequent 
occurrence to have parents coming to us Ui 
search for their daughters. Sometimes they 
write letters and send photographs. There 
girls go in under aw-umed uuines, which 
makes it all tho more difficult to detect them. 
When we have a variety of girl* to choose 
from w’o make them exhibit their limbs, 
upper and lower. Some of them object to 
this most seriously, and it is only dono in a 
business way. and they soon learn to regard 
it in that light themselves.”. 

“How do the legs aud arms of Louisville 
girls compare with those of the girl* in 
other citiesf” 

*’ Very favorably. The best developed and 
brightest girl* we nave had were in Balti¬ 
more. In Cincinnati we bad good girl*. The 
low’er limbs of the St. Louis girls seem to 
have run to feet. It is more difficult to get 
girls to go on the stage hero than any other 
city we have been in. Philadelphia girls are 
not only badly formed, but they are abso¬ 
lutely stupid. It is with tho utmost diffi¬ 
culty that you can get them to learn any¬ 
thing. It U odd how perverse a woman can 
be. If oue of them goes wrong once she is 
liable to do the same thing over and over, in 
spite of all the talk in tbe world.” 

“Is there much padding among ballet- 
dancers?” 

“None at all. A girl who pads can’t 
dance. It is impossible. There is very lit¬ 
tle padding on the stage anvhow. The stones 
about it are very much exaggerated.” 

“Who dance the best, lean girls or fat 
girls?” 

“Sometimes a fat girl will dance tbe best, 
and sometimes a lean one. Of course tho 
audience will prefer a girl who is plump and 
buxom to a skeleton, with limbs like broom¬ 
sticks. You can’t have any idea of what a 
girl will do till she begin* to danre. ” 

“Is there much jealousy among them?” 

“Very little; and in that again they differ 
very much from singers, who are the most 
jealous set of creatures in the world. Tbe 
girls seem to enjoy the life they lead, and 
laugh and go on among themselves during 
rehearsals after business is through.” 

“How much do you pay the now girl*, 
whom you pick up in the various ci ies where 
you show? * 

“We give them $5 a week, and extra pav 
for extra services. We don’t pay for re¬ 
hearsals. ”

A 8HAEP SCHEME HATCHED. 


A very slick scheme was worked through 
yesterday which threaten* to fasten the 
Auditor’s Agent Act upon tbe people in spite 
of Judge BimrnlT* decision. When the 
Judge rendered his decision, Mr. Helm, tho 
lawyer for tbe Auditor’s Agent, went to Mr. 
Sachs, tbe opposing counsel, and asked him 
to allow tbe case to be taken up to the Court 
of Appeals immediately, as it could not be 
taken up and decided at this term of tbe 
court, except by consent. Mr. Sachs re¬ 
fused. Mr. Heim then w'enfc to Mr. Charles 
Gibson aud anked If he did not have a num¬ 
ber of coses similar to those decided by 
Judge Bun rail. Mr. Gibson said he had. 
.Mr. Helm then asked him to have ono of 
them decided to-day and let bun take it 
up to the Court of Appeals. Yesterday 
morning the suit of T. A. McGuire against 
John Henry was decided by Judge Simrall. 
He filed the tame opinion as the one ho de¬ 
livered the day before. 

Mr. Helm immediately took this opinion 
and posted up to Frankfort with it. His ob¬ 
ject in doing this is to get a decision from 
the court, and if the court sustain* Judge 
Simrall, to have a bill passed by tho I^egixla- 
ture remedying the unconstitutional portions 
of the bill. 

A reporter visited Mr. Gibson yesterday to 
find out what he bad to say. Mr. Gibson 
said that Mr. Helm had come to him and 
Asked him to bring his suit and have it taken 
up to the Court of Appeals. He agreed to 
do so without mature deliberation. Since 
he hail mado the agreement he had 
consulted several lawyers and found their 
strong opposition to the bill. If he had 
kuowit this before ho would not have agreed. 
Mr. Helm did not tell him what be wanted 
to gain by having the case decided so quick- 
ly. 

Tbo reporter visited Mr. Helm’s office, ond 
inqu ired of Mr. Sam Russell, his law part¬ 
ner,' where be could be found. 

“He went to Frankfort to-day,” said Mr. 
Russell. 

“Did ho take Judgo Simrall’sdecision with 
him?” 

“Ho took a copy of the Courier-Jour- 
xal with the decision in it, but whether or 
not be took it to file iu a case I do not 
know.” 

It is said that Mr. Helm has in bis pocket a 
copy of the new bill which it i* projiosed to 
oflrer the Legislature in case the Court of 
Appeals is against him.
